Court expected to uphold system 


SPRINGFIELD - A decision on the 


constitutionality of the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority may como from the 
Illinois Supremo Court by July 1 — prob- ' 
ably upholding the RTA. 


The court acknowledged a request 


from RTA attorney Don Reuben Wednes- 
day for the quick decision. Reuben ex- 
plained that a $800,000 state appropria- 
tion for start-up funds would expire by 
that dato If no decision was reached. 


During his argument, Reuben also 


asked the court to settle n pending Du- 
Page county suit bf ruling the recounts 
of referenda should be allowed. The Du- 
Page County suit contests the outcome of 
tho March 10 RTA referendum, and RTA 


foes will attempt to prove election fraud. 


THE COURT WEDNESDAY appeared 


to accept Reuben's arguments that the 
RTA referendum was not required ex- 
cept In the RTA legislation, and there- 
fore the wording could not be con- 
stitutional. 


The justices used Reuben's position to 


question State's Atty. Jack Hoogaslan of 
Like County, who filed the suit against 
the RTA In April. A Lake County Judge 
this month ordered a temporary and per- 
manent injunctions against the RTA af- 
ter hearing Hoogaslan's case. Circuit 
Court Judge Henry Caldwell said the 
RTA ballot did not give voters enough

SPRINGFIELD 
— The Regional 


Transportation Authority board of direc- 
tors, now composed of nine members, 
may be expanded by the Illinois General 
Assembly to 21; according to a legislative 
source here.

Gov. Daniel Walker has reportedly 


said privately that an expanded board Is 
the only change .in the RTA that he 
would sign into law following this legisla- 
tive session. 


The senate has passed a bill sponsored 


by State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, which would enlarge the board 
to 14 members and would give majority 
representation to the suburbs. 


House sources said yesterday, how- 


ever, that Regner's bill "doesn't have a 
chance" because it throws more power 
to the suburbs, particularly suburban Re- 
publicans. 


REGNER, MEANWHILE, declared 


that he will not support an amendment 
creating a 21-member board because it 
would give Chicago Democrats a greater 
chance to pry loose Republican votes in 
their favor. 


The 21-member board Is provided for 


in a measure sponsored by State Rep. 
Donald Deuster, R-Mundeleln, who said 
he is also prepared to add the same 
wording to three Senate amendments 
sent to the House last week. 


.Deuster's bill would provide 10 Chicago . 
members, five from suburban Cook • 
County, and one from each of the 'five 
outlying counties In Northeastern Illinois. 
The five "collar counties". presentty 
have only two representatives between 
them. The board members would then 
select a chairman from outside their 
number. 


Under Deuster's bill, which was post- 


poned in the House after it failed to 
achieve passage in his first attempt, the 
proportions of representation would o« 
the same for the three RTA areas as "pro- 
vided on the present nine-member board. •

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Soil problems 
could affect new 
industrial park 


by LYNN ASINOF 


The North Cook County Soil and Water 


Conservation District has warned Wheel- 
Ing officials of severe problems that 
could result from tho construction of a 
proposed Industrial park at tho northwest 
corner of Hlntz and Wolf roads. 


tn a report on the 41.8-acrc site, the 


district noted that poor soil conditions' 
and a high water table will create prob- 
lems with flooded basements and floor 
buckling. 


"Foundations, streets, parking lots and 


sidewalks on them (the soils) are subject 
to cracking and heaving," the report 
stales. It noted that the water table for 
that site can bo as high as two feet below 
the surface. 


THE DISTRICT said that proposed 


plans submitted by the developer, 
Wheeling Partnership, call for construc- 
tion of buildings too close to the banks of 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. In addi- 
tion, the district called for the pre- 
servation of trees along the creek bank, 


Cotton maple 
scale attacks 
village trees 


Cotton maple scale Is attacking 


Wheeling's maple trees, and the vil- 
lage Is planning a comprehensive 
spraying program to combat the dis- 
ease. 


Village Mgr. GcorgePassolt said he 


recently has received numerous calls 
about the attack of cotton maple 
scale. "It gets Its name because it 
looks like cotton or popcorn popping 
on the tree," ho said. "Right now it's 
at tho stage where it is blooming." 


Passolt said the disease will not 


kill maplo trees, "but some times the 
loaves get a little crinkly. It is an 
annoying thing and It should be cor- 
rected." 


Tho last outbreak of cotton maple 


scale was three yean ago, Passolt 
said. At that time the village suc- 
cessfully got rid of the disease by 
spraying tho trees with Malothlon. 


PASSOLT SAID he Is planning an- 


other such spraying program to be- 
gin in mid-July. He said that in addi- 
tion to spraying the Infected trees on 
tho parkways, the village will offer 
to spray residents' trees free of cost. 


Residents wishing to have their 


maple trees sprayed will have to sign 
a special release form, which will be 
available shortly. Passolt said he 
plans to contact residents about the 
spraying program. 


"If we just sprayed the trees In the 


parkway and people have trees In 
their yards, front or bock the disease 
will continue," Passott said. 


The manger said the disease is 


easy to recognize. "It Is very promi- 
nent. It looks just like popcorn hang- 
ing on the tree," he said. 


noting that erosion has occurred on the 
north creek bank where the trees have 
been removed for the Foxboro Apart- 
ments. 


According to district spokesmen, the 


acreage, which Is bordered on the north 
by the croek, is a "key preservation 
area." 


Developer Slgmund Lefkowitz, who is 


also responsible for the adjacent Foxboro 
development, told the zoning board that 
engineering should be able to solve these 
construction problems. 


The developer, however, admitted that 


a comprehensive study of the con- 
servation district's soil report has not 
been completed. The zoning board con- 
tinued its hearing on Industrial zoning for 
the property until further soil informa- 
tion is available. 


WHILE THE ZONING board Indicated 


concern over the soil conditions Wheeling 
Trustee Albert Lang has already opposed 
any construction on the site. 


Lang went on record early this month 


by voting against the preparation of an 
annexation ordinance for the property. 
He noted that streets, which would be 
maintained by the village, would be sub- 
ject to severe frost heaving. He said that 
under such conditions the property might 
be a liability to the village. 


Other trustees, however, said the vil- 


lage should annex the property, noting 
that this would not automatically author- 
ize development of tho land. Final vote 
on the annexation has been delayed until 
Monday. 


In testimony before the zoning board, 


the developers said they planned to con- 
struct one building and then expand the 
number of buildings as firms become In- 
terested in the site. They said Acco .In- 
ternational, a firm that makes office sup- 
plies, plans to build Its headquarters on 
the property. 


THE DEVELOPERS told the zoning 


board that the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA) had determined the posi- 
tion of their buildings because of the 
proximity to PalWaukee Airport. The 
zoning board asked that more evidence

They were identified as 
Charles Edward Lawson, 32; Gilbert M. 
Baker, 28; James R. Lewis,, 31, and Wil- 
liam McCowan, 30, all of Detroit, Mich. 


THE YOUTH, Paul Bablgian, 17, of 


3854 Parkway Dr., Northbrook, was 


found early Wednesday wandering in the 
vicinity of 111. Rtes. 58 and 63 near Ar- 
lington Heights. 


He was noticed by Patrolman Ronald 


Knapp of the' Arlington Heights Police 
Department, who alerted Sheriff's Police 
after picking up the youth. Bablgian told 
the patrolman he had been kidnaped In 
Winnetka early Monday. 


The other victim, James Cole, 22, of 


318 Park Ave., Wilmette, was released 
unharmed Tuesday morning after a 48- 


• hour ordeal in which both'he and Babl- 


gian were bound, handcuffed and threat- 
ened, according to Warren Schwartz, a 
sheriff's Investigator. 


Cole apparently was a victim of mis- 


taken identity when he was abducted 
from near his home late Sunday. 
Schwartz said Cole was mistaken for an- 
other member of the group involved in 


Bieber to be sentenced today 


William Bieber, former Wheeling build- 


ing director, is scheduled to be sentenced 
In U.S.* District Court today for extortion, 
conspiracy to commit extortion, perjury 
and filing a false income tax return. 


Bieber faces a maximum of 68 years' 


imprisonment and a $45,000 fine from 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham Lin- 
coln Marovitz. 


The former building director pleaded 


guilty to five federal charges June'10. In 
exchange for the guilty plea, the U.S. At- 
torney's Office agreed to drop nine addi- 
tional charges of extortion and perjury 
against Bieber. 


Bieber is one of six former and present 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted Jan. 31 following a year-long fed- 
eral probe into shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. Four of the six, including 
Bieber, have pleaded guilty. Two have 
been sentenced to prison terms. 


David Schlppers, Bieber's attorney, is 


expected to argue for probation, citing 
his client's poor health. Bieber was hos- 
pitalized for several weeks prior to his 
guilty plea. He has been suffering from a 
back injury. 


Sentencing is scheduled for 10 a.m. at 


the Federal Building in Chicago.

iff's police and FBI agents surrounded 
the Lake County house which was empty 
early Wednesday but arrested two Chi- 
cago area men as they approached the 
house at different times. They were later 
released without charges. 


A stakeout of George Babigian's apart- 


ment led police to the arrests of the four 
Detroit men. Schwartz said the men 
were called in as a security force to 
guard Cole and Paul Babigian. 


A c c o r d i n g to accounts given by 


Schwartz, the men were spotted Tuesday 
afternoon near the apartment and were 
followed to a parking garage In the Chi- 
cago loop. They were taken into custody 
about 7 p.m. as they left the auto and 
began to walk off in different directions. 


Four handguns — including a 457 Mag- 


num, a .45 caliber automatic, and two 
revolvers — were found in the auto. Two 
of the guns .were believed stolen from 
Detroit.

Ford urges citizen privacy law

federal laws to prevent the government's computer data 
banks from being used to invade the privacy of private citi- 
zens. "I bcllevo this is one of the most serious problems we 
face today — and one of the least realized," Ford said in a 
speech to a meeting of the National Broadcast Editorial Asso- 
ciation. 


AEC signs nuclear fuel contracts 


The Atomic Energy • Commission signed provisional con- 


tracts yesterday to provide nuclear fuel for power plants 
President Nixon promised Egypt and Israel. Nixon's promise 
of reactors, components and fuel for Israel and Egypt has 
aroused congressional controversy over ensuring they do not 
use the technology to develop nuclear weapons. 


'Classified' helicopter force lands 


An army helicopter, reportedly carrying nuclear warheads, 


yesterday mode a forced landing at Jones Beach In Wantngh, 
N.Y., and was immediately surrounded by armed military 
guards. Military authorities would say only that the aircraft 
was carrying "classified material." An Army spokesman em- 
phasized there was no danger of explosion. The mysterious 
cargo was later transferred to another aircraft and flown 
away.

Goes to Moscow today 
Nixon briefs NATO leaders 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - President Nixon 


told his allies Wednesday he plans to 
sign new agreements in Moscow but Sec- 
retary of State Henry A. Kissinger said a 
curb on strategic arms probably will not 
be one of them. 


Moving to restore confidence and clout 


to the NATO alliance, Nixon assured its 
leaders he will make no deals at the 
Moscow nuclear summit Beginning 
Thursday that would undercut their In- 
terests. 


Nixon briefed 14 NATO leaders - and 


delighted them by the gesture — on what 
he means to do In Moscow to promote an 
end to the nuclear arms race, strengthen 
detente and expand economic coopera- 
tion. 


"We will never sacrifice the interests, 


of our allies to reach agreement with the 
Soviet Union," Nixon said during the 
closed NATO summit, according to quo- 
tations cited later by press xsecretary 
Ronald Ziegler. "We go into negotiations 
at the Soviet summit motivated by our 
vital interests and by yours." 
, 


The President promised to keep the 


NATO chiefs Informed about his talks 


with the Russians and said Kissinger 
would return to Brussels July 4 to brief 
NATO ambassadors on the results of the 
Soviet summit which ends July 3. 


Nixon's briefing of the NATO leaders 


appeared to be a bit of precautionary di- 
plomacy intended to avoid the dissention 
his 1972 Soviet summit provoked among 
NATO partners, who claimed then that 
he had bargained behind their backs. 


Accompanied b his wife and Kissinger, 


Nixon' departs Thursday morning for 


Moscow and his third summit in as many 
years with Soviet leaders. 


The Nixons will be in one of the tur- 


reted, pastel palaces within the ancient 
red-brick Kremlin walls that came to be 
dubbed "the Kremlin White House" 
when they first occupied it two years 
ago. 


In Moscow Wednesday, women in

Israel vows 
new war if 
necessary

President Anwar Sadat warned Israel 


Wednesday that Egypt is ready to send • 
its warplanes to Lebanon immediately to 
defend the Arab state against Israeli at- 
tacks. Israel said it would declare anoth- 
er Middle East war if necessary to pro* 
test its existence. 


The warnings came as the Palestinian 


guerrilla military command said the 
guerrillas plan to step up their oper- 
ations inside Israel during the next three : 
months. 


Scores of Palestinian refugees were re- 


ported fleeing camps in Lebanon In fear 
of Israeli reprisal attacks for the 'Arab 
Guerrilla raid on the resort town of 
Nahariyya Wednesday. Four Israelis, in- 
cluding a mother and her two children, 
were killed as were the three guerrillas. 


Arab newsmen said Israeli artillery be- 


gan bombarding four villages in south- 
east Lebanon Tuesday night and inflicted 
casualties. But an Israeli military 
spokesman denied any attacks .took 
place.

Jerusalem leaders, however, have de- 


livered strong hints that reprisal raids 
would be launched. Israeli air force plan- 
es flew three days of raids against Pales-- 
tinian bases and camps in Lebanon last 
week in retaliation for guerrilla attacks 
on Israeli settlements. 


"We stand ready to send our Air For- 


immediately to fight the battle in Leba- 
non and let Israel bear the con- 
sequences," Sadat told the editor of the 
Beirut weekly Al Sayyed. He said E.gyp- 
tian aid depends on a "decision" by the 
Lebanese government. 
"Israel must understand that Lebanon 


will not be left alone and that the Arabs, 
with Egypt in the forefront, are not;moe 
eager to preserve pecae and avoide a 
fifth war than to preserve the people of 
Lebanon," Sadat said.

Harris vented his anger In subtle 


fashion at a Senate revenue com- 
mittee hearing Wednesday when Lt. 
Gov. Nell Hortlgan appeared before 
the committee for an 11th hour, plea 
for legislation aimed at providing 
sales lax relief for senior citizens. 


HARRIS. DESCRIBING Hartlgan's 


bill as "clearly meritorious," pro- 
tested that Senate members cannot 
possibly moke the serious decisions 
required on "literally hundreds" of 
bills sent to them by the House In the 
past several days. Harris noted that 
the bill presented by HarUgan had 
been Introduced In the House In early 
April, but despite Its obvious merit 
had not cleared the House until early 
this week. 


In a parallel version of what Har- 


ris complained about — tho wasteful 
maneuvering In the House — the Scm 
ate committee spent nearly an hour 
debating Hartlgan's bill after com- 
mittee chairman Terrell Clarke (R- 
Western Springs) had ruled that the 
committee would not consider the 
bill at that meeting. 


House minority leader Gerald Shea

(D. Chicago; intervened In the de-> 
bate to urge Harris to reconsider his 
plan to adjourn the Senate on Thurs- 
day so that Hartlgan's bill and other 
House approved measures could be 
acted upon by the Senate.

Shea raised the specter of a length- 


ened summer session when ho asked 
Harris if the Senate leadership would 
consider returning to Springfield in 
two weeks jf it does Indeed adjourn 
today.

Senate unit amends tax multiplier

SPRINGFIELD — The Senate revenue 


committee amended the controversial 
Cook County tax multiplier bill Wednes- 
day and recommended freezing of the 
two-year-old 1.59 multiplier for another 
year. , 


The committee,refused to approve a. 


House-passed bill aimed at freezing the 
multiplier in three-quarters of the county 
and reducing the multiplier in Quadrant 
II, which includes Elk Grove, Schaum- 


> burg and Maine townships. If passed, the 
amended bill would nullify an expected 
reduction .In tax rates for Quadrant II 
which was reassessed last year. 


The state Department of Local Govern- 


ment Affairs (DLGA) last month recom- 
mended reduction of the multiplier to 
1.48 throughout the county, but school 
'districts in non-reassesssed townships 
protested, predicting a possible loss of 
$100 million In tax revenue. 


THE EQUALIZER Is a municipal fac- 


tor multiplied by assessed valuation to 
assure that property throughout the state 
is assessed at approximately the same 
percentage of fair market value for tax- 
ing. 


The 9-to-5 committee vote sent the bill 


to the Senate with a recommendation for 


passage. If the bill is approved, in the 
Senate, the legislation will be returned to 
the House for another vote. Failure of 
the House to approve the amended bill 
could push the bill to a conference com- 
mittee or could kill the proposal. 


The bill, originally presented to the 


committee by State Sen. Bradley Glass, 
R-Northfield, would retain the 1.59 in 
three quadrants of the county and would 
allow the lower multiplier in Quadrant II 
which Includes the-three Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 


GLASS, WHO MET resistance to that 


proposal In a committee hearing Tues- 
day, argued that substantial Increases In 
land values reflected in last year's qua- 
drennial reassessment of Quadrant II 
would mean that those school districts 
would suffer no loss in revenue. 


However, he told the 
committee 


Wednesday, the compromise proposal to 
retain the higher multiplier for another 
year until an accurate equalizer could be 
determined in the other quadrants was 
preferable to an across-the-board cut in 
the multiplier which would cost millions 
of dollars to school districts throughout 
the county. 


Most tax bodies can adjust to changes 


in the multiplier by raising or lowering 


their tax rates, he said. But, in school 
districts where the rate Is at the statute 
maximum, reducing the multiplier would 
mean less revenue at the same rate on 
the overall assessed value. 


Glass told the committee, "We are 


faced with a situation where schools and 
other taxing bodies have already ap- 
proved their budgets on the basis of a 
' 1.59 multiplier," 


IF THAT MULTIPLIER is lowered. 


Glass said, those governmental units will 
be forced to borrow money which would 
eventually cost the taxpayers even more 
in interest. 


The amended bill was opposed by State 


Sen. John Nlmrod.'R-SkoWe, a member 
of the revenue committee, who declared 
that maintaining the -1.59 multiplier 
would mean a "windfall" for school dis- 
tricts In'Quadrant II at the expense of 
other taxpayers. 


Glass denied that and argued that 


school districts have set their tax levies 
and that the tax rate will simply be ad- 
justed so the number of dollars collected 
is the same. 


The committee sent the amended bill 


to the floor of the Senate with a recom- 
mendation for passage on a 9-5 vote, 
with Nimrod and State Sen. John Gra- 
ham, R-Barrington, voting no.

Burner Farm project in Cook County 
Buffalo Grove may fight development

Buffalo Grove is expected to pass a 


resolution opposing tha Bugnor Farm de- 
velopment, proposed for unincorporated 
Lake County, village officials said 
Wednesday. 


The 454-unlt townhouse project has 


been proposed by Chesterfield Devel- 
opment Corp. for a 45-ocre tract on Wei* 
land Road, south of Busch Road. 


Village officials contend the density is 


too high, recreation facilities and storm 
water detention are Inadequate and the 
proposed donation to local school dis- 
tricts by the developer Is too low. Ac- 
cording to Village Pros. Gary Arm- 
strong, tho village will ask the Lake 
County Board to insist the developer 
meet all of Buffalo Grove's standards In 
these areas. 


Tho developer has asked for a zoning 


change on about two-thirds of its proper- 
ly to permit tho townhouso units. Tho 
request is being considered by tho Lake 
County Zoning Board of Appeals. Village 
officials Tuesday voiced their objections 
to the zoning board. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson sold if 


the county zoning board approves tho 
change, tho village board probably will 
pass a resolution opposing the project 
and prcscnflt to the Lake County Board 
prior to its review of tho development. 
Village board members this week sold 
they would vote for the resolution if all of 
Buffalo Grove's requests arc not met. 


If the village files of formal objection 


to tho development, which would bo 
called Indian Head, It must pass the 
county board by a three-fourths major- 
ity.

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Illinois home-rule municipalities flexing new muscles; 


Six Northwest suburbs making broad use of new article in constitution 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The 75 Illinois municipalities with home-rule powers, In- 


eluding six Northwest suburban communities, have moved 
cautiously but with Increasing vigor In exercising their new 
authority, a Herald survey shows. 


The home-rule powers, automatically given to dtlcs and 


villages of more than 23,000 by the 1070 Illinois Constitution, 
freed municipalities from the need for Illinois General As- 
sembly approval of each reform not specifically allowed by 
law. 


ENACTMENT OF NEW taxes, one home-rule power criti- 


cized by opponents before the constitution was adopted, has 
represented only a smalt part of tho home-rule actions taken 
by municipalities. Among tho others have been: 
.• Restructuring local government. 
• Issuing bonds without referendum approval. 
• Regional municipal agreements. 
• Attempts to license professionals 
• Changes In drlnklng-ngc laws. 
• Passage of tough environmental regulations. 
Locally, two of the six home-rule communities, DCS Plalnes 


and Arlington Heights, have been leaders In testing the ex- 
panded powers granted by the local government article of tho 
constitution. 


Tho four others, Palatine, Mount Prospect, Hoffman Es- 


totes and Schaumburg. have been less active but show signs 
of Increasing willingness to use their new authority. 


ILLINOl? MUNICIPALITIES In general have only 


scratched the surface of their home-rule potential. As more 
home rule actions arc successfully defended from court chal- 
lenges, the use of home rule authority Is expected to grow. 


Jarl Trommcll, urban affairs officer for the state depart- 


ment of locnl government affairs, believes home-rule units 
have been "cautious and highly deliberate" In the use of tho 
new power. 


The new constitution, Trammel says, has made officials In 


home-rule communities "politically more responsive." A fear 
of the legislature's power to limit home rule In specific situ- 
ations has meant that tho "boundaries of home rule haven't 
been fully appreciated," ho said.

How it works outside local suburbs 


Home Rule In the Northwest suburbs 


has meant everything from using new 
powers to reinforcing old laws to in- 
novations in government structures and 
finances. 


In Downstate Illinois the new powers 


also have been used for a variety of pur- 
poses, as they have been by other Cook 
County suburbs, by the City of Chicago, 
and by Cook County Itself. 


Richard Day, a research assistant at 


the University of Illinois Institute of Gov- 
ernment and Public Affairs, has begun a 
telephone survey of home-rule commu- 
nities In the state to find out the current 
uses and plans governmental units have 
for home rule. 


Preliminary data from the survey to 


be included In an upcoming Issue of the 
Institute's "Home Rule Newsletter" 
found that downstnte communities- havo 
focused on home rule to pass ordinances 
Involving sewer and water service, indus- 
trial project revenue bonds, liquor laws, 
reduction in the powers of police and fire 
commissions, changes In election and 
government structures and mass transit. 


THE INSTITUTES newsletter provides 


perhaps the most complete listing of 
home rule uses so far in the state. It 
discloses that nine communities In addi- 
tion to Schaumburg have used home rule 
to change the laws on consumption of al- 
coholic beverages. 


Evanston and Highland Park have 


moved to Issue liquor licenses to package 
stores, clubs and restaurants — but not 
to bars or taverns. 


DeKalb has allowed 19 and 20 year olds 


to purchase all forms of alcoholic beve- 
rages instead of only beer and wine as 
allowed by state law. That, city also is- 
sued city photo identification 
cards 


which can be required before a person is 
served in a DeKalb tavern or restaurant.

Indeed, the two sides have moved only 


slightly from their original position*. Tho 
union Is asking for a $3.634 (down from 
$3.75) per hour Increase over the next 
three years along with a cnst-of-llvlng 
adjustment. The association has offered 
$1.75 during the same period, a change 
from the Initial offer of $1.50. 


The association spokesman said man- 


agement determined from the beginning 
what it could afford to pay the truckdrl-' 
vors and still make money and that they 
will stick pretty much to what they have 
offered. "The association can't settle on 
the Iruckdrlvcrs* terms," he said, "with- 
out giving up the ghost." 


Pressure has been brought by associ-

Normal used home rule to repeal Its 


perpetual prohibition laws established In 
the town charter, while neighboring 
Bloomlngton passed home rule laws to 
limit the ages of entertainers working In 
bars, to strengthen liquor license re- 
quirements, and to require bartenders In 
beer and wlno only taverns to bo at least 
19 years old. 


HOME riULE HAS also been widely 


used In tho state for now taxes to being 
in needed local revenue. 


Oak Park fought In court and then 


backed legislation for its special service 
area tax which assessed all property In 
the village zoned commercial for the 
costs of a new mall In tho downtown 
area. 


Chicago passed and Mount Prospect Is 


considering a flve-cent-pcr-pack tax on 
cigarettes. 


Cook County and the municipalities of 


Evarwton, Arlington Heights, Bcrwyn, 
DCS Plaincs, Oak Park and Nllcs all 
passed taxes on the soles of automobiles, 
although the local towns stopped enforc- 
ing their ordinances after a court ruled 
that the municipal laws did not super* 
cede but could be enforced concurrently 
with the county's law. 


Cicero passed an ordinance charging 


an admissions tax for amusements and 
entertainment and changed Its busslcs 
license fee to one based on tho number of 
employes. 


Chicago also taxed cars parked In 


parking lots and parking garages. The 
city also taxes employers for each per- 
son they employ. 


Both Rosemont and Springfield decided 


to tax transients by a hotel and motel 
room use tax. 


Cook County won its right to levy a 


wheel tax on cars of residents living In 
unincorporated areas of tho county be- 
cause of home rule. 


Evanston charges a onc-ccnt-pcr-gallon 


tax on gasoline. . 


And Oak Park put a 2 per cent levy on 


utilities in addition to the 5 per cent levy 
allowed under state statutes. 


HOME RULE ORDINANCES focusing 


on bond issues have included the coun- 
ty's move to finance remodeling of the 
county building In Chicago with non-ref- 
erendum bonds, new municipal buildings 
built in Oak. Park, Glcnvlcw and Wll- 
mcttc with revenue from non-referendum 
bonds, and a now commuter parking lot 
in Wilmetlc, also financed the same way. 


Rosemont, which is contemplating is- 


suing non-referendum bonds for a $3.9 
million sports stadium, last year issued 
$150,000 In non-referendum bonds for wa- 
terway improvements. 


Rosemont and Bloomington adopted 


laws allowing their municipal govern- 
ments to borrow money from banks and 
savings and loan Institutions directly, 
while Highland Park moved to use prop- 
erty tax revenue far lease-purchases 
without Issuing general obligation bonds. 


Industrial project revenue bonds have 


been Issued by Galcsburg, Bedford Park 
and Mound City in what officials said 
was an exercise of home rule powers. 


Governmental units which have re- 


structured themselves using home rule 
Include Champaign and Pcorla, which 
now elect councllmcn both at large and 
from individual districts. 


Park Forest moved to eliminate Its ap- 


propriation ordinance In favor of a budg- 
et and to consolidate Its tax rates. The 
municipality also changed Its tax levying 
procedures, reconstructed its recreation 
and park board and altered procedures 
for zoning In planned unit developments. 


Whcaton extended tho length of its an- 


nexation agreements. 


Park Forest and Bloomington joined 


Arlington Heights In appointing rather 
than electing tho village clerk.

< .. ey, has nerved to provide $4.6 mil- 
lion for Dlst. 211's sixth school which will 
be built In the Winston Park subdivision 
of Palatine. But in order to collect the 
money, the Dlst. 211 board must let the 
Capital Development Board completely 
run the construction project, right down 
to approving the architects' plans.' 


If Dbt. 711 were In the position that It 


could not build the school any other xvay, 
the issue would be simple. When you 
have to have classrooms for students, 
who builds the school becomes a small 
problem.

referendum to raise about $3 million to 
add to the $0.5 million it has because of a 
1970 referendum. But the extra money 
would not raise anyone's taxes, and the 
district might have to have that referen- 
dum anyway — the Capital Development 
Board may not have the $4.6 million 
when the district needs it. 


So the problem the Dlst. 211 board 


faces is whether it wants to give up con- 
trol of the building In order to get that 
$4.6 million. And whenever the board 
thinks about that proposition, it re- 
members Schmimburg High School. 


SCHAUMBimo HIGH School was built. 


by tlw School Building Commission, the 
predecessor to the Capital Development 
Board, back when Dist. 211 was too poor 
to build the school Itself. Now the district 
has a building that is not only ugly, but 
Is not really functional for 2,500 students. 
The cafeteria Is too small, because of the 
guidelines imposed by the state. And the 
building lacks many of the amenities 
that Hoffman Estates High School, built 
by the district, has. 


Dist. 211's architects say the Capital 


Development Board seems to be more 
reasonable than the School Building 
Commission was. Dlst. 211 will be able to 
have some of the "goodies" that were 
included in Hoffman Estates High School, 
if It uses its own money and if the state 
approves. 


By early August, the Dlst. 211 board 


will have a better idea whether it can put 
up with the Capital Development Board's 
supervision. And then the district will 
have to make a decision. 


The problem, of course, will be how to 


explain why it is turning down the $4.6 
million, if that's what it decides to do. 


BUT ON THE other hand, If the dis- 


trict docs take the money, and ends up 
with a poorer school as a result, the 
board will have to explain that, too. 


There Is an old saying that you 


"shouldn't look a gift horse In the 
mouth." 


But the Capital Development Board is 


one "gift horse" that Dist. 211 Is going to 
look at carefully. 


Maybe if they look in the mouth, 


they'll find out it bites.

legalizing "Las Vegas night" activities, and Mount Prospect's 
consideration of Issuing $3.2 million in non-referendum bonds 
for a new library and of taxing cigarot sales 5 cents per pack. 


Palatine Is exploring use of home rule to expand the size of 


the village board, to require Income disclosures by village 
officials and employes and to license establishments with en- 
tertainment. 


Hoffman Estates has not passed any ordinances based on 


Its new powers as yet although a committee was appointed to 


study possible ordinances. Hoffman Estates Village Mgr. 
George Longmcycr said a new administrative assistant com- 
ing to the village soon will be assigned to focus on home rule 
this fall. 


Mount Prospect has taken an opposite tack by putting 


clauses on the end of each ordinance passed saying the law is 
"pursuant to statutes and home rule" even for laxvs that 
would be legal under stale statutes. According to Village 
Atty. John J. Zimmcrmann, Mount Prospect hasn't used its 
new home rule powers "beyond reaffirming things we've al- 
ways done and thought we had the authority to do."

Possibly yon can help with my problem of "phantom toes." 


These attacks occur from three weeks to three months apart, 
and last from 8 to 21 hours. My. mlsshig toes feel as though 
someone has given them an electric shock. These shocks last 
from a split second up to a full second or two, and my stump 
often Jerks upward convulsively. This Is very distressing, al- 
though not really painful. 


My left leg was amputated in 1024 In the middle of the 


thigh. I have been most active on on artificial leg. 


I'm 68,5* 10" and have weighed 136 to 130 pounds for many 


years. In general I'm in excellent health. 


The various doctors I have consulted suggest aspirin for my 


phantom toes as 'an alternative to an operation. They say an 
operation on the stump Is rather uncertain of success. I'm 
hoping you may have some helpful recommendation for me. 


The problem of the "phantom limb" is really a medical 


mystery. In most cases the amputee has the sensation imme- 
diately after surgery, but it can occur years later. He may 
havo the sensation.of still having the complete limb that has 
been cut off. This con lead to difficulties. >If he still has the 
sensation of the original leg and gets out of bed quickly,

stepping on the phantom teg, he win fall. If it is the arm that 
has been amputated he may reach out with the phantom hand 
and nothing happens. 


As time goes on the phantom leg may shrink into the stump 


and disappear. In other instances the leg may disappear, but 
the foot may remain, floating in the air so to speak. The 
same thing can happen to the hand in relation to the arm. In 
your case I take it that you feel the presence of your toes, but 
not the missing leg. 


Obviously the sensation is transmitted some way through 


the nerves. There seem to be sensitive spots (trigger areas) 
that, when pressed, make the limb or the sensations appear. 
There ore a variety of sensations reported, including tingling 
(the most common) and sensations of hot and cold. 


NO ONE HAS been successful In defining the anatomy of 


the pain. It is not from irritated cut nerve ends. Surgery has 
been tried, even by snipping off the roots •of nerves at .the 
spinal cord, without success. 


Because of the lack of correlation of the pain with anatomy, 


some have thought the problem was related to psychological 
factors. While emotional upsets can trigger an episode, it just 
isn't that simple. You can inject the nerve areas and provide 
relief. One proof of the anatomic basis versus just "nerves" 
is that if you do not Inject the right nerve areas or trigger 
points, there will be no relief. In general for patients with 
severe problems, efforts should be made toward treatment 
with injections of demonstrated trigger areas that set off the 
reaction of nerves to that area. This sometimes gives relief 
for many months and occasionally leads to complete remis- 
sion. 


You may not need the injections since your sensations are 


usually short-lived and yotf have long periods of freedom 
from your phantom toes. If your problem progresses, though, 
your doctor may want to try local nerve blocks to see if he 
can help relieve the symptoms.

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Protection sought against off-road vehicle damage

Tho escalation of off-road vehicle use 


in iho U.S. Imposes Ircmendous environ- 
mental costs. 


An example of rampant soil erosion 


caused by excessive use of ORVs - mo- 
torcyclcs, snowmobiles and the like — Is 
Uw nature preserve at Illinois Beach 
State Park near ZIon, according to Mrs. 
Ann Fisher of Arlington Heights. As con- 
servation chairman of the Great Lnkca 
Chapter of the Sierra Club, she recently 
presented a petition to the Illinois Con- 
servatlon Dopt. requesting that the area 
be closed temporarily to allow rcvcgetn- 
tlon. 


A two-year respite for the nature pre- 


serve would prevent a worsening of the 
erosion problems attributed to- ORVs, 
commented Mrs. Fisher. She plans to 
wing the complaint directly to Con- 
servation Dcpt. Director Tony Dean at 
the July is meeting of the Illinois Nature 
Preserve Council at Illinois Bench State 
Park. Bike trails and other topics will be 
considered at the 8:30 p.m. session In the 
park lodge. 


MRS. FlSHEft called for an enforced 


policy for the use of snowmobiles and 
other ORVs In state parks. Tho Con- 
jorvatlon Dept. plans to conduct public 
hearings "fairly quickly" on snowmobile 
use and stale policy proposals. 


The call for regulation of ORVs Is sec- 


onded by the Environmental Defense 
Fund. Despite a 1072 executive order 
stressing the need for "unified federal 
policy toward the use of ORVs on public 
lands." the federal regulation remains a 
hodge-podge of conflicting standards and 
procedures, say EOF spokesmen. 


The environmental costs of excessive 


ORV use are substantial, says EDF's 
Richard Gutting Jr. "ORVs destroy ve- 
getation and disturb the soil, causing 
weed Infestation, soil compaction, ero- 
sion, dust and air pollution." he said. 
"Normal ORV driving disturbs wildlife 
and destroys wildlife habitats, and ORV 
users often chase and harass animals." 


More than 5 million dune buggies, trail 


bikes, and other ORVs are In operation 
— the result of explosive sales growth In 
the past 10 years. 


AMONG THE reports of ORV damage: 


biologists report harassment of moose, 
elk and other wildlife by snowmobile 
drivers In Minnesota and Wyoming. 
Many animal* have died of the stress 
from exposure to the noise. Farmers in 
eastern Maine report commercial blue- 
berry lands are damaged by snow- 
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mobiles. Sections of the Oregon Dunes 
National Recreation Area were gouged 
by ORV use, causing loss of vegetation. 
The National Safety Council reports cas- 
ualty rates six times as high for snow- 
mobiles as nutos. 


Tho right of ORV enthusiasts to use 


public lands and the government's obli- 
gation to preserve and protect these 
lands Is the crux of the controversy. 
EDF recently filed suit against the Bu- 
reau of Land Management for Its failure 
to control the use of ORVs In 12 million 
acres of the California desert. The suit is 
aimed at setting a precedent which may 
affect more than 400 million acres of 
land administered by the bureau. 


Neutral currents confirmed 


Scientists at Argonnc National Labora- 


tory in Argonnc, In cooperation with re- 
searchers at Concordla College and Pur- 
due University, announced a significant 
step toward understanding the forces of 
nature. A paper presented at the spring 
meeting of the American 
Physical 


Society In Washington, D.C., confirmed 
the existence of weak neutral currents. 


The existence of such currents, which 


cause rare collisions among subatomic 
particles, had been predicted by recently 
formulated theories which tie together 
two basic forces: the electromagnetic 
force which drives electric motors and 


binds atoms to one another, and the 
weak nuclear force which governs some 
forms of radioactivity. Researchers spon- 
sored by the U.S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission arc at work trying to incorporate 
gravitational force and the strong nucle- 
ar force into the theory. 


Air cleanup warning sent 


A warning letter from U.S. Environ- 


mental Protection Agency regional ad- 
ministrator Francis Mayo in Chicago, 
recently sent to the Cook County board, 
cites non-compliance with federal air 


cleanup deadlines. Mayo warns that he 
may take action under the federal Clean 
Air Act unless .the board complies with 
federal vehicle inspection program stan- 
dards.

only the second highest in the nation. 


Some other figures to consider. 
The median Income for the state as a 


whole is $10,957. 


In the state's 24th Congressional Dis- 


trict, in the southern tip of Illinois known 
as Little Egypt, the median income is 
$7,501, making it the poorest in the state, 
followed closely by the 7th District, com- 
prising Chicago's West Side ghetto, 
where the median is $7,536. 


Which brings us to the plight of our 


poor state legislators. 
• 


Our beleagurcd state senators and rep- 


resentatives are paid a paltry $17,500 per 
year, for a part-time job. 


That puts legislators from the 10th Dis- 


trict barely a thousand dollars a year 
ahead of the median family of their 
constituents. For a part-time job. (Note 
word family — that means the combined 
income of the husband, wife and tee- 
nagcd children'). 


In Little Egypt, legislators make only 


a little over twice what the average fam- 
ily in their district rakes in, for a part- 
time job. 


Because of these paltry salaries, 209 


of the 236 members of the general as- 
sembly acknowledge that they are forced 
to become attorneys, business executives, 
insurance brokers, bankers and other de- 
meaning jobs. Some of their spouses 
even are forced to go out into the work- 
aday world. 


So the Illinois House of Representa- 


tives, to correct these Inequities, has 


voted for a legislative pay raise. The 
Senate may be duplicating their action 
as this is written. And the governor, it is 
reported, thinks it is a grand idea, too, 
and will shortly approve the pay raises, 
in exchange for a law granting pay 
raises to his appointees. 


One Southern Illinois legislator justi- 


fied the pay raise by noting that the 
price of bean soup in the Capitol Cafe- 
teria has skyrocketed by 15 per cent in 
the space of a year. That's an obvious 
burden on legislators, who practically 
live on bean soup, since they currently 
receive only $32 per day for living ex- 
penses while toiling for the rich folks 
back home. 


So how much of a raise are they going 


to give themselves? Ten per cent, as in 
the example above? Fifteen per cent, to 
match the cost of bean soup? 


per cent. From $17,500 to 


Having lifted themselves above the po- 


verty level, they obviously need more as- 
sistance in carrying out their duties. So 
they have voted to raise allowances for 
home office expenses from $10,000 a year 
to $12,000 a year. 


And a part-time worker who makes 


$22,500 a year and spends $12,000 on of- 
fice expenses obviously can't be seen sit- 
ting around the basement cafeteria 
slurping up bean soup. So per diem ex- 
penses are going up to $40. 


Legislators, of course, like the rest of 


us, have the option of picking up their 
biennial salaries in a lump sum. So the 
greenest of the green lesiglators to be 
elected in November will be welcome to 
walk up to the pay window — having 
gathered all the legislative experience of 
being sworn in — and request a check 
for $45,000, please. 


In return for all this, the pay-raise ad- 


vocates assure us, the folks in Little Eg- 
ypt and the 10th Congressional District 
will be assured legislators of even higher 
quality, greater dedication and deeper 
wisdom. 


And if you believe that, you probably 


believe the legislature will reduce your 
, taxes next year.

Teaching machines were the trend of 


the future In education five years ago.

Publishers sold them to schools like 


door to door salesmen sold vacuum clea- 
ners to housewives as labor-saving de- 
vices. Today many suburban schools 
have a machine that teaches studeqls to, 
read. 


At least It's supposed to leach them to 


read. Educators now are wondering 
whether something Is lost when a student 
sits for hours alone In front of a machine 
punching buttons to learn new words and 
sounds.

EDUCATORS 00 know that reading is 


dull to tunny students today and they're 
beginning *to think the reason may be 
teaching machines. 


,Two such educators are Envln Steven- 


son', assistant superintendent for instruc- 
tion In Elk Grove Township DIM. 59, and 
Let Kolxow, reading Instructor at Harper 
College. 


"I think blackboards ought-to coma 


back Into us*. I think teacher Instruction 
should come bock Instead of Individ- 
ualized learning," says Stevenson. "A < 
teacher at the blackboard makes a world 
of difference." 


M a c h i n e s and Individualized pro- 


grammed learning deprive students of 
written and oral communication which Is 
a corollary to reading, says Stevenson. 
Ho would like to see the return of the 
school play where students each had o 
part and would recite In front of the rest 
of the school. "There needs to be a de- 
mand on children to express themselves 
orally. It can't be done with ditto sheets, 
machines and workbooks," he says. 
"We're handicapping children in that 
area." 


"The ability of students.to express 


themselves In some kind of written or 
verbal form is going down," says Steven- 
son. The student's ability to commu- 
nicate is lost when ho sits down to a ma- 
chine or a workbook to go through a pro- 
grammed lesson, says Stevenson. These 
materials "come accompanied with all 
kinds of workbooks, ditto sheets, and me- 
chanical devices which take students 
away from responding orally," he says. 


HEADING MACHINES as well as tele- 


vision and all kinds of electronic media 
have eroded a student's powers of criti- 
cal thinking which are an essential part 
of reading and learning, says Stevenson. 
With a machine "what a student may not 
bo learning is how to Interpret what he 
reads. He doesn't appreciate what ho 
reads any more," soys Stevenson. 


Stevenson also thinks multiple choice 


questions, which often arc a part of pro- 
grammed instruction on reading machin- 
es, take away from the critical thinking 
process. On a multiple choice question a 
student chooses the correct answer from 
two or more selections. Stevenson says, 
"Ho has a SO-SO chance of being right. He 
doesn't have to be a critical thinker — he 
just has to be a good guesscr." 


Mrs. Kolxow is no less adamant about 


teaching machines but she thinks tele- 
vision also is at fault for weakening the 
critical thinking process and making 
reading dull for many students. 


"You really don't have to do a lot of 


thlnklna when watching television," she 
*ays. "Television has led us down the 
prlmroic path. The information just 
comes to you." 


PICTUKB A STUDENT sitting In a 


lounge chair relaxing and watching tele- 
vision, says Mrs. Kolzow. The word* and 
pictures come to him In a flash without 
much effort and it's rather enjoyable. 


Now that student picks up his political 


science textbook and flips through the 
pages, retaining the same relaxed state 
of mind. When he's finished he realizes 
ho doesn't remember what he has read 
and ho has to go back and read the chap- 
ter again. Often a student can't under- 
stand why he doesn't get anything out of 
the book and he gets frustrated, says 
Mrs. Kolzow. 


Reading Is an aggressive activity, she 


says, because the reader must constantly 
raise questions in his mind and interpret 
as he reads. He doesn't have to do that 
with television and no's spoiled by It, she 
says. 
Critical thinking and all reading skills 


hove to bo taught constantly by every 
teacher of every academic subject at ev- 
ery grade level, says'Mrs. Kolzow. The 
whole method of teaching reading as a 
separate course using reading machines 
Li wrong, she says. Good reading skills 
are part of all learning and they

MOST HIGH SCHOOL and community 


college teachers ore "still blaming, the 
grade school teachers" for a student's 
poor reading skills, when in fact it's 
probably their own fault, says Mrs. Kol- 
zow. ' "It's true that sophomore students 
are not getting sophomore level reading 
skills. The' sophomore level teacher 
thinks the sixth grade teacher should 
have done it." 


Stevenson agrees. 
"Every teacher 


should be a teacher of reading whether 
he is a .history teacher or a science 


, 
teacher. Perhaps we've been derelict 
there," he says. 


"Public schools keep trying to solve 


problems In two ways — new materials 
to do the job or some type of reorganiza- 
tion of the teaching system," says Ste- 
venson. Reading machines and Individ- 
u all zed instruction are- examples. 
They're not the answer, says Stevenson. 
"People are the answer,-and yet public 
schools spend virtually no money on 
training people. They spend thousands of 
dollars on materials." 
.' 


High school reading labs are filled with 


"all kinds of crap that is supposed to 
teach student* to read," iay» Mrs, .Kol- 
zow. Schools would be better off spending 
their money training their tcachers^to 
help students develop reading skills. 


BUT EVEN THE best teacher has a 


tough time teaching reading today when 
he has to compete with television. There 
arc homes where the television comes on 
In the morning when the family wakes 
n D and poes off'when they go" to bed at 
night. Television critic Allstalr Cookc has 
called this use of television "audible 
wallpaper" which appeals to the emo- 
tions rather than to the Intellect. 


Television'isn't all bad, says Mrs.,Kb!-' 


zow. It can Actually help small-children 
learn to read by exposing them to'new 
sounds and words ,and concepts, she 
• says. "But I'm talking about television in. 
a guJdad way. I'm not talking about sit- 
ting in front of the tube hour after hour." 
'.Even the book publishers admit that 
television is an attraction in the Ameri- 
can home and it's part of the reason 


teaching machines have been' so popular 
in schools. Bui that trend is reversing, 
says Robert Laronga, marketing product' 
'.manager for Harper & Row, Publishers, 
Inc. More and more schools are going 
back to reading instruction without ma- 
chines, he says, and'more and more fam- 
ilies are turning the television set off. 


"We as a house don't subscribe to the 


view that reading is declining," says La- 
ronga. Harper & Row has never come 
out with a strong line of reading machin- 
es and audio-visual equipment. They con- 
sider it supplementary to old-fashioned 
book learning. 


• 
MANY READING experts and publish-< 


ers thought media learning -"was the 
trend /of the future in 1965. But it's 
changed. There's a backlash now against 
these materials," says Laronga. 
'"Programs produced for audio-visual 
have been substandard," says Eddy Jo 


, Bradley, senior editor of Harper & Row's 


reading program. Programmed learning 
simply "works with some people and not 
with others," she says. 


Good reading habits come from the 


.home, says Airs. Bradley. "I think It 
• goes right back to the family," she says. 
,""'If you have a house,where there are no 


books" then how can children be ex- 
pected to like reading? 
w ' ' 


"There's a lot of buck passing in edu- 
cation," says Laronga. "Educators 
blame1 the publishers and the publishers 
blame them." 


"Yes," says Mrs. Bradley, and "pretty 


soon somebody blames Mom and Ffcp 
and then there's nobody left." 


READING IS DULL to many students 
today but teachers like Lee Kolzow, 
right,, at Harper College' in Palarine 


try to make it interesting and reward- 
ing.

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Ryun refuses to accept defeat

NEW YORK - After the last race of 


the recent pro Indoor'track season, a 
race In which he ran last, mllcr Jim 
Ryun, wheezing like a loan bellows, stag- 
gered out of the arena and disappeared 
Into the concrete underbelly below tho 
Madison Square Garden stands. 


Ono wondered if his fading click of

cleats played taps for the end of Jim 
Ryun's poignant career, again. 


Ho had retired In 1971 after having lug- 


ged for three years the burden of being 
considered a loser In the 1968 Olympics, 
after struggling with hay fever Id out- 
door tournaments, foul air In Indoor tour- 
naments, migraine headaches, the in- 
ability to finish races let alone win them. 
Ho retired then at the ripe old age of 24, 
and, soon after, unrctlred. 


Ryun Is still the world record holder In 


the mile, having run his 3:51.1 in 1066. 
He Is at once one of the saddest and one 
of the most triumphant athletes in Amer- 
ican history 


His gaunt face registers pain and little 


joy. Even in relaxed moments this In- 
tense, dedicated athlete seems to gird 
himself for battle. Perhaps now the bel- 
lows had burst, and Ryun would just 
keep running, on the momentum of his 
jet stream, to hop his plane and be gone. 
Track writers remember1 how, after 
some losses, he has leaped fences to 
avoid them, how at other times they 
have chugged down a street in pursuit, 
he felt, of his delicate privacy. 


But Jim Ryun on this lost night of tho 


pro track season was just jogging up and 
back among the stacked boards from tho 
circus of another day, jogging (o snatch 
back his breath. Then he sat down on a 
folding chair and answered questions 
openly from a couple reporters. Inter- 
mittently, ho coughed and spit. 


"I just couldn't reach down deep when 


I needed to," he said of his performance. 
"I just couldn't suck nir. Maybe I 
shouldn't have been hero at all, with the 
migraines and the hayfcver I've been 
suffering from, and all that junk in the 
air here." 


But he is a professional now, one of the

he sold, with soft smilo. "Lost year I ran 
4:11 flat." 


"People ask me how I take defeat," he 


continued. "I take It like I took victory — 
In stride. I'll be working In four kids' 
camps this summer. One thing I'll be 
telling the kids is .that you have to be 
able to face both." 


Ryun, however, like many athletes, 


takes defeat by not accepting defeat. 
That Is, he can turn a loss into a person- 
al triumph. It Is the difference between 
resilience and despair. Listen: 


"In 1968, when I lost to Kip Kclno In 


Mexico City, I still won the race that 
counted — against the sea-level runners. 
I ran a 3:37 for 1,500 meters at 7,600 feet. 
There's not a lot of air up there, you 
know. 


"I never trained at such high altitudes. 


Kip ran that high all his life. 


"But the rest of the country didn't ac- 


cept that. I didn't expect them to. People 
were never able to accept me when I 
started losing. But when you're on the 
Inside you see things other people don't." 


In 1972 at Munich, Ryun fell at the 


start of the 1,500-meter race and was fin- 
ished. 


"It was a victory just to be there," 


said Ryun. "A lot of people wrote me off, 
thought I would never even make the 
team. Then I ran a 3:52.8 mile solo. That 
surprised a lot of people." 


Ryun is even preparing himself not to 


be let down when his mile record is bro- 
ken, as he Is certain it will be. "I want It 
to be," he said. "If it Isn't, then the sport 
is stagnating. Nobody wonts that. I love 
the sport too much for that." 


He says since he Is only 27 years old he 


has several good years ahead In running. 
This summer, besides the boys' camps 
and making some appearances for track 
such as at the Dewar's Celebrity Tennis 
Tournament in Las Vegas, he will begin 
running 20 to 25 miles a day to get In 
shape for next season. 


"I put a great deal of pressure on my- 


self," he said, "but I've come to realize 
that if you compete well against yourself, 
that's half the victory. Looking back on 
my career, I wouldn't say It's been all 
frustrating. No, all that pain makes vic- 
tory — when it comes — all the sweet- 
er."

The famous Indian-head or "Buffalo" 


nickel is the only one of our five-cent 
pieces completely devoid of heraldic 
symbols and referred to as the "typically 
American design." It Is also the only one 
of the 117 type coins issued by the United 
States to be entirely catalogued, bought 
and sold, or filed under Its reverse rath- 
er than obverse device. 


Two different designs were issued be- 


tween 1913 and 1938. Tho first had the 


: buffalo standing on a mound with the de- 
nomination in relief. Thh proved highly 
unsatisfactory due to the wear on the 
value, so It was redesigned in 1913 plac- 
ing the buffalo on a straight line plane 
with tfic words FIVE CENTS protected 
against undue wear.

But due to the sensitivity of this 
design to wear, the services of an expert 
consultant are highly recommended. 


The natural unfinished sculptural ef- 


fect may not indicate wear where it 
should and a circulated coin could easily 
puss as an Uncirculated piece. The need 
for authentication cannot be stressed too 
itrongly.

competent do-it-yourselfer to panel the 
walls in an average-size room. 


The fact that installation is a simple 


task is one of the reasons for wall panel- 
Ing's popularity as a home improvement 
project. Availability of preflnished vinyl 
veneer panels — which take hard use 
and little care — in a variety of eye- 
appealing wood grain designs is another. 


For successful paneling application, 


manufacturer's directions must be care- 
fully followed. Here are some suggest- 
ions: 


Make sure walls are "true" and that 


all rough spots are sanded down before 
applying panels directly to dry lath or 
plaster walls. When applying panels to 
stud walls, spaces greater than 16 inches 
on center will require horizontal backing 
as well as backing behind panel edges. 
On brick, veneer, masonry or concrete 
walls, apply furring strips backed by pol- 
yethylene sheathing before installing 
panels. 


To acclimate panels to room condi- 


tions, stand them horizontally around the 
room and let air circulate around them 
for 48 hours before Installation. 


To allow for natural expansion, butt 


panels lightly together, according to the 
manufacturer's directions. Leave at least 
one-quarter inch between the panels and 
floor;-one-elghth Inch between the panels 
and ceiling; and, on large panel ex- 
panses, leave a small space at the end of 
the wall. Molding is used to cover these 
spaces. 


Either adhesive or nails may be used, 


but they should be the type suggested by 
the, manufacturer, or building supply 
dealer for panel application. Ordinary 
cement or fasteners will not do a good 
job. 
• Attention to" manufacturer's directions 
and use of proper materials will help 
give the paneled room a professionally- 
finished look.

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Selling real estate requires expertise 


Tho real estate sales person who once 


upon a time tried to get along on good 
looks, charm and glittering generalities 
for a sale has gone the way of the radi- 
ator, wringer washer and single bath- 
room. Either the individual has gotten 
out of real estate or has become a more 
articulate spokesman for his company. 


This observation comes from Alvin 


Kaplan, vice president of Mclstcr-Nci- 
berg Co., developers of condominium 
apartments In the Ralntree Community 
of Glen Ellyn and Lake of the Winds la 
Wheeling. 


"Tho salesman has had to become 


more sophisticated because the customer 
has become more knowledgeable about 
real estate," said Kaplan, who has IS 
years experience In real estate sales. 
"Years ago, when the housing boom had 
Just started, the salesman was dealing 
primarily with a first time buyer. But 
now, that same customer is coming back 
as a third or fourth time buyer. 


"It Isn't likely that a salesman is going 


to talk someone today Into a $70,000 
bouse. Instead, he must sell himself and 
show that ho has a thorough knowledge 
of the building market. In this manner, 
ho Is creating confidence in his company 
and product." 


As for handling technical questions, 


Kaplan said: 


"Whether he's showing a house or con- 


dominium apartment, a salesman must 
know his product and this Includes the 
technical side. Customers are asking 
about the thickness of the floors and 
walls and are concerned about insulation. 
They are very energy conscious. A sales- 
man Isnt doing much to help his credi- 
bility or the reputation of his company If 
he can't give the customer a direct an- 
swer." 


Kaplan feels a real estate salesman 


and a psychologist have a lot In com- 
mon: 


"To sell real estate, an Individual has 


to be able to understand the customer 
and detect his needs. After a while, the 
salesman feels be has had the people on 
tho couch because he knows the family 
history. In this way, he discovers per- 
tinent information, such as a mother-in- 
law will be living with them: This, In 
turn, will affect their housing needs. 


"A salesman also soon learns that 


there's a big difference between selling 
to someone from the area and to some- 
one who Is being transferred to the area. 
The local resident doesn't have to be sold 
on tho area because he knows more 
about It than the salesman. He's Inter- 
ested only In the product, whether it be a 
house or condominium, and that's where 
tho selling takes place. 
, "In comparison, the person being 
transferred Into the area feels lost. He 
has to be sold on the community and ev- 
erything that goes with It. Needless to 
say, the product Is also important to this 
typo of buyer but it's really secondary to 
what the area and community have to 
offer."

A Chicago real estate official warned 


that confusion about the Impact of rais- 
ing the celling on mortgage Interest rates 
to m per cent or repealing tho Usury 
Law nltogthcr may make home own- 
ership Inaccessible to vast numbers of 
middle-Income families. 


"Cither through misunderstanding or 


manipulation, many persons have come 
to the conclusion that tho proposed new 
celling on conventional mortgages would 
bocoDo a new fixed mortgage interest 
rate. And this simply Is not true," sold 
Robert G. Walters, vice president of 
Balrd & Warner, Inc. and general sales 
manager, residential division, for the di- 
versified real estate organization. 


"People are forgetting that since the 


present celling of eight per cent on mort- 
gage Interest rates In Illinois camo into 
existence, actual mortgage rates hove 
ranged from four per cent to the max- 
imum of 8 per cent. The rate at any par- 
ticular time Is determined by a variety 
of economic factors operating In a free 
market. This will still be true If the cell- 
ing is cither raised or eliminated. Inter- 
est rates will be determined by com- 
petitive factors in a free market," Wal- 
ters continued. 


He pointed out that extraordinary but 


hopefully short-lived inflationary pres- 
sures have pushed Interest rates to their 
maximum currently, but that oven tho

Walters noted that if the allowable rate 


of interest were raised it would at least 
make it possible for many families to ob- 
tain mortgages. 


"If you look around you today you'll 


see that most working-class people nave 
most of their savings in homes.

excellent investment for such families; 
because the value of real estate appre- 
ciates steadily. If we persist in making it 
Impossible for mortgage lenders and 
prospective borrowers to find a middle 
ground for doing business together, we 
are in effect denying families who want 
and need it the most access to home 
ownership."

Walters continued: "The issue is not 


whether raising the maximum interest 
rate possible on a conventional mortgage 
is going to price many people out of the 
market. This will not occur in a free 
market. But if you tie the lenders hands 


so that he's forced to jack up the down 
payment and service charges on the 
loan, you're actually blocking out people 
who could still be In a position to buy a 
home even if their monthly interest pay- 
ments were raised. ^ * 


"Some states have gone as high as 11 


per cent and,-are able to issue mort- 
gages. People who think nine per cent is 
too much to pay — if that Is where inter- 
est rates will go — still have the right to 
postpone a purchase until the interest 
rates drop. But right now you're telling 
people, hi effect, that even if they are 
willing to pay nine and one-half per cent 


.you still can't do business with them in 
Illinois. You're denying them that choice 
to buy their own home at current prices 
that many can still afford. In other 
words, you're telling families who have 
preferred to invest their savings into 
owning a home, rather than stocks or 
bonds or other kinds of investments, that 
they no longer even have the freedom of 
choicie.

Make it comfortable 
and maintenance free

Age 55 for most of us is still far from 


retirement, but it's a time when planning 
for that, big day should be well under 
way — financial planning, preparing for 
productive use of time and deciding 
where and how to live. 


Almost 40 million people in this coun- 


try today .are 55 or older.-Within the next 
decade, this figure willirise about 7.5 per 
cent to 47 million. 
- 


Salvatore Balsamo, Chicago architect 


who has designed retirement commu- 
nities nationwide, believes a house for 
mature couples "should be well equipped 
to carry Its owners through comfortable, 
maintenance-free retirement years when 
the emphasis should be on relaxation and 
new interests — not ownership 'aggrava- 
tions." 


Balsamo offers the following checklist 


for people interested in investing in a 
house to carry them through their retir- 
ment years: 


• Location. Is the community where you 


plan to settle convenient to public trans- 
portation, churches, shopping centers 
and medical facilities? Is it within easy 
commuting distance of friends and rela- 
tives? Many retirees move a great dis- 
tance away from their familiar environ- 
ment, only to return with a major case of 
homesickness. 


• Neighbors. Do they share similar In- 


terest? Arc they within the same age 
group and likely to become good friends? 
Although most retirees do not wish to be 
Isolated from the younger generation, a 
community of peers located near' mixed 
age communities may be most satisfac- 
tory. 
• 


• Social-recreational programs. Does 


the community provide for social and 
recreational events, organized or other- 
wise? Are there facilities to match your 
interests? 


• Outdoor maintenance. Does the com- 


munity handle landscaping, snow shovel- 
Ing, lawnmowing, etc? Many people are 
buying condominiums, which insure this 
amenity maintenance package. If not, 
are the house and grounds planned for 
easy upkeep? 


• Outdoor safety. Are sidewalks well- 


illuminated at night? Are ramps, in lieu 


of stairs, used wherever possible? 


•Security. Does the community pro- 


vide adequate patrols by local police or 
private guards? Is there a local tele- 
phone "hotline?" 


In the house itself, Balsamo suggests 


certain safety-convenience features. 
: First, he urges, be sure there is ade- 
quate room.' You don't want more space 
than you need to clean and maintain, but 
many people discover too late the value 
of an extra bedroom — as a den or hob- 
by center, a guest room. 
.The major traffic area should be on 
one floor to eliminate unnecessary stair 
climbing. If the house is two-story, the 
second floor should be primarily for 
times when the family conies to visit. 
You should be able to close it off and 
forget it if you want to. 


An attached garage provides con- 


venient entry during inclement weather. 
The door should be .equipped with an 
electric eye or be easily lifted. 


Especially helpful, Balsamo says, are 


building adaptations such as door latch- 
es, used Instead of knobs to provide easy 
and convenient access. They are helpful 
to Individuals with arthritic hands. Elec- 
trical outlets placed at 
convenient 


heights, rather than baseboard level, 
eliminate unnecessary bending. Bath- 
room accidents can be avoided by In- 
stalling safety grips in bath and shower 
stall areas, non-slip floor covering. 


As with exteriors, interior decoration 


should feature easy care materials and 
furnishings should be chosen to require 
minimum upkeep. ' 


Where possible, extra wide doorways 


— at least 32 inches — will accommodate 
wheelchairs should this become neces- 
sary. Ramp entries, rather than stairs, 
might be considered also for the same 
reason. Omitting door sills will help with 
a wheelchair, also, and in any event will 
eliminate a source of falls. 


"Basically," Balsamo says, "the re- 


tirement home should be as mainte- 
nance-free as possible. People'en joying 
the benefits of a longer life will find it 
even more enjoyable and productive 
when they've carefully planned their li- 
festyle in advance."

Another Senate filibuster la threatening' 


to kill (he Consumer Protection Agency 
bill, thanks to efforts by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. A similar bill 
met the same demise two years ago. 


The bill, sponsored by Sen. Charles 


Percy of Illinois, would provide.a con- 
sumer lobby In Washington to balance 
the leverage enjoyed by Industry, which 
hires highly paid lobbyists to push Its 
views. 


But the NAM has sent letters to com- 


panies In 15 states-whose senators the 
trade association considers crucial In 
successfully filibustering the bill to'death 
In July. The letters urged that pressure 
be put on these senators to supportfSen. 
Sam Ervln, D-North Carolina, In killing 
the bill. 


The NAM In a booklet entitled "Ques- 


tlons & Answers for 
Con- 


sumers/Customers," describes Itself as 
an organization of firms which "develop 
and engage In sound programs for the 
advancement of the economic well-being 
and social progress of the American 


people." 


THE BOOKLET also declares that 


"protection of customers is of vital con- 
cern to Industry . . ." But the organiza- 
tion has long been against the consumer 
protection agency and other consumer 
legislation, believing that changes should 
be made through "proper dialogue," be- 
tween consumers.and business, "not by 
government control or legislative flat." 


Other trade associations and business- 


es who publicly mouth sympathy for con- 
sumers but are privately strong-arming 
Congressmen to defeat the CPA bill In- 
clude: the.National Association of Food 
Chains, the National Association of Gro- 
cery Manufacturers, and the Ford Motor 
Co.

THE APPLIANCE Industry also got an 


unflattering report card from the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, which 
just announced results of a two-year 
study of major appliances. MIT found 
that washers, dryers, refrigerators, TVs 
and other appliances still have a high 
break-down rate and high repair costs, 
despite some improvements In reliabil- 
ity. 


The study found that consumers in 1972 


spent nearly one-third as much to repair 
their appliances as they spent on pur- 
chasing them in the first place, and they 
spent more than one-third the purchase 
price to run the products. 


Along with the need for improved prod- 


uct reliability, the report suggested that 
manufacturers tighten up on warranty 
abuses and fraudulent repair claims.

I've been looking Into the product Dipel, 
used to control caterpillars biologically 


March of Dimes poster boy 


says his defect was asset

In Nonl Harrington's view, the afflic- 


tion that made him the first March of 
Dimes poster boy had a lot to do with his 
becoming a self-made millionaire at age 
•H. 


"As far as I'm concerned. I prefer to 


be like I am." Harrington said. "If I had 
to be born again. I'd bo born exactly as I 
am. I think 1 have an asset." 


Harrington was born with a deformed 


right leg — not from polio, but something 
close enough to polio so that doctors used 
him In polio research. With his leg brace, 
he became the first March of Dimes 
poster boy In 1036. when he was 6. 


Doctors also told him the only way to 


avoid dragging around a useless leg for a 
lifetime was to have It amputated and 
replaced with an artificial one. Young 
Ncal turned them down. 


"t decided to stick with what I'd got." 


he said. He went on to learn how to 
swim, bowl and play golf. 


HE ATTENDED tuo universities, dis- 


covered he was a flop as an Insurance 
salesman, went to work (or a shipping 
company and after five years quit to 
found his own shipping firm. 


His defect was the "asset" which 


drove him to the lop, as head of on of the 
South's largest steamship agencies. 


Harrington and Co., started nine years 


ago, now handles the loading, unloading 
and other shipping-related business of 
more than 50 per cent of the passenger 
and cargo ships that dock at Miami's 
seaport. Harrington has branches in 10 
other ports and represents 46 steamship 
companies worldwide. 


The son of a toll booth colntaker on 


Miami's Venetian Causeway, Harrington 
has fond recollections of his early brush 
with the famous. He remembers particu- 
larly being the guest of honor at Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt's birthday 
party at the old Roncy Plaza Hotel in 
Miami Beach. He also "hobbled," he 
said, In Orange Bowl parades with movie 
star Mary Plckford. 


IIAIUUNGTON KEEPS abreast of de- 


velopments in polio research. Although 
the disease now con be prevented. Har- 
rington says, the progress in helping 
those already afflicted or born with de- 
fects such as his is In the area of arti- 
ficial limbs. 


"Psychologically, I don't think they 


con do any more today than they could 
before," he said, adding that it still Is up 
to the Individual to conquer his own 
problem.

(not a chemical pesticide). Inquiring as 
to whether Dipel would harm a child who 
may Inadvertently, as children do, eat It, 
the Abbott Laboratory product manager 
said, "No." The scientists at'Abbott say 
it doesn't taste good • either.

Development Council here, is under no 
illusion that his change of diet will do 
anything to alleviate the spectre of fam- 
ine in southern Asia and sub-Saharan Af- 
rica this year if world harvests fall to 
meet present forecasts.

the well-fed Western nations should be 
doing at a time when '.'the world is likely 
to be highly vulnerable on the food front 
in the yoars ahead."

Strawberry 
gelatin with strawberry yogurt comes to 
mind readily, but to do cherry, peach 
and orange since there are flavored gela- 
tins to match the yogurts. To make cook- 
Ing truly creative, you may then want to 
fashion combinations like cherry gelatin 
with peach yogurt or pineapple yogurt 
with orange gelatin. The variations are 
Infinite. 


Celery salad 
tor any season 


This Is the time of the year to take 


advantage of a natural abundance of 
green celery. Millions and millions of 
ribs and whole stalks are beginning to 
arrive from Florida fields. During late 
fall, winter and spring months Florida 
supplies about SO per cent of all the cele- 
ry which reaches the market. 


Below Is a recipe for a Hot Celery Sal- 


ad, a sweet-sour German type salad 
which Is delicious with moats, fish or 
fowl or can serve as an appetizing ac- 
companiment to a cheese souffle or rab- 
bit or to a platter of sandwiches. It's 
tempting also as a "solo" with a slice of 
buttered toast or some hot biscuits. 


Hearty Celery Fish Soup is another 


great use for celery. It couldn't bo more 
one-two-throo, requiring about 20 min- 
utes' cooking time. Or, you could cook it 
In advance to the point of adding the 
.tour cream, and store It In the refrig- 
erator until final reheating along with 
the sour cream.

5 teaspoons sugar 
2 teaspoons flour

Separate celery Into ribs; trim ends 


and remove leaves. Cut ribs Into tt-lnch 
slices (makes about 6 cups); set aside. 
In a largo saucepan saute bacon until 
crisp. Add onions; saute for 2 minutes. 
Add reserved celery; saute for S min- 
utes. In a small bowl blend sugar, flour, 
salt and black pepper with water and 
vinegar. Blend Into celery mixture. Cook 
and stir for 2 to 3 minutes or until mix- 
ture bolls and thickens. Remove from 
heat and stir In radishes and parsley. 
Serve hot, garnished with celery leaves if 
desired. Yield: 4 lo 6 portions.

11/3 cups vanilla wafer 


crumbs (35 wafers) 


Vi cup molted butter 


1 package (10 oz.) 


frozen red raspberries 


1 cup boiling water 
2 packages (3-oz. each) 


raspberry flavor gelatin 


?4 cup raspberry juice 


2 egg whites 
2 tablespoons sugar 
2 cartons (8-oz. each) 
raspberry custard-style 
yogurt 


Combine crumbs and butter, blending 


well. Press the mixture firmly and even- 
ly over the bottom and sides of a 9-inch 
pie plate, building up around the rim. 
Chill. Thaw raspberries; drain, reserving 
juice. Pour boiling water over gelatin in 
largo mixing bowl; stir until dissolved. 
Measure raspberry juice; add enough 
water to make 
34 cup liquid; add to gela- 


tin. Chill gelatin mixture until set. Make 
meringue just before the gelatin is to bo 
beaten. Beat egg whites until frothy; add 
sugar gradually. Beat until stiff peaks 
form. Beat gelatin In mixing bowl until 
light and fluffy. Whip in yogurt. Fold In 
meringue. Chill until the mixture mounds 
when dropped from a spoon. Add rasp- 
berries. Turn Into the prepared crust 
and chill until firm. 8 servings. 


Julia Child, the famous TV French 


chef, has observed that "A Quiche hot 
out of the oven, a salad, and a cool bottle 
of white wine - there's the perfect light 
meal." I agree heartily and find a great 
deal of pleasure experimenting with 
Quiches, which are custards, dressed up 
in party fashion, and baked open-faced in 
a pie shell. 


This redpe from the Flynn kitchen 


may be baked in a nine-inch pie shell for 
four dinner portions, or In eight tart 
shells as an appetizer for B full-course 
. meal. Bake the shell or shells and allow 


to cool. 


Chop 4 tablespoons onion and saute 


very gently In 2 tablespoons butter. Don't 
brown. Cool. Drain and pick a 6-ounce 
package of frozen crabmcat and chop 
coarsely a dozen medium sized cooked 
shrimp.

tasty topping for an easy dessert, molded 
fruit gelatin. Simply beat the yogurt with 
a fork, and spoon a small amount atop 
the gelatin. Blueberry yogurt is good on 
lemon flavored gelatin; strawberry yo- 
gurt atop pineapple flavored gelatin, or- 
ange yogurt on top of orange-pineapple 
gelatin. 


If you don't like eating soggy sand-

Radishes won't go soft on you so quick- 


ly if you cut off the tops before storing. 


Ymi won't get as much smell from 


cooking salmon if you first cover the fish 
with lemon juice and refrigerate it for 
about an hour. 


A small amount of vinegar added to 


the water when cooking rice will reduce 
the likelihood of sticking. 


Always store potatoes in a cool, dry 


place to avoid greening. 


When tasting soups or gravies during 


cooking use a wooden spoon and you'll be 
less apt to burn you' tongue.

SPRINGFIELD - A decision on the 


constitutionality of the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority may come from the 
Illinois Supreme Court by July 1 — prob- 
ably upholding the RTA. 


The court acknowledged a request 


from RTA attorney Don Reuben Wednes- 
day for the quick decision. Reuben ex- 
plained that o $500,000 state appropria- 
tion for start-up funds would expire by 
that date If no decision was reached. 


During his argument, Reuben also 


asked the court to settle a pending Du- 
Pago county suit by ruling the recounts 
of referenda should be allowed. The Du- 
Page County suit contests the outcome of 
the March 10 RTA referendum, and RTA 


foes will attempt to prove election fraud. 


THE COURT WEDNESDAY appeared 


to accept Reuben's arguments that the 
RTA referendum was not required ex- 
cept In the RTA legislation, and there- 
fore the wording could not be con- 
stitutional. 


The justices used Reuben's position to 


question State's Atty. Jack Hoogasian of 
Lake County, who filed the suit against 
the RTA In April. A Lake County judge 
this month ordered a temporary and per- 
manent Injunctions against the RTA af- 
ter hearing Hoogaslan's case. Circuit 
Court Judge Henry Caldwell said the 
RTA ballot did not give voters enough

their favor. 


The 21-member board is provided for 


In a measure sponsored by State Rep. 
Donald Deuster, R-Mundeleln, who said 
he is also prepared to add the same 
wording to three Senate amendments 
sent to the House last week. 


Deuster's bill would provide 10 Chicago 


members, five from suburban Cook 
County, and one from each of the five 
outlying counties In Northeastern Illinois.

Buffalo Grove is expected to pass a 


resolution opposing th* Bugner Farm de- 
velopment, proposed for 'inii-jorporated 
Lake County, village officials said 
Wednesday. 


The 464-unit townhouse project has 


been proposed-by Chesterfield Devel- 
opment Corp. for a 45-acre tract on Wei- 
land Road, south of Busch Road. 


Village officials contend the density is 


too high, recreation facilities'and storm 
water detention are Inadequate and the 
proposed donation to local school dis- 
tricts by the developer is too low. Ac- 
cording to Village Pres. Gary Arm- 
strong, tho village will ask the Lake 
County Board to insist the developer 
meet all of Buffalo Grove's standards In 
these areas. 


Tho developer has asked for a zoning 


change on about two-thirds of its proper* 
ty to permit the townhouse units. The 


request is being considered by the Lake 
County Zoning Board of Appeals. Village 
officials Tuesday voiced their objections 
to the zoning board. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson said if 


the county toning board approves the 
change, the village board probably will 
pass a resolution opposing the project 
and present it to the Lake County Board 
prior to Its review of the development 
Village board members this week said 
they would vote for the resolution if all of 
Buffalo Grove's requests are not met. 


If the village files of formal objection 


to the development, which would be 
called Indian Head, it must pass the 
county board by a three-fourths major- 
ity. 


Under a resolution passed in 1972, the 


village would require the developer to 
donate about $195,000 to local school dis- 
tricts if the project was being annexed to 
Buffalo Grove. This amount would in-

School districts to meet quarterly 


School officials of High School Dlst. 125 


and Its feeder elementary districts will 
begin conducting quarterly meetings to 
discuss common concerns. 


Board members from elementary dis- 


tricts 73, 06, 103 and 103 plan to have 
Joint meetings every four'months, begin, 
nlng the first week of October.

The IGE program In Dist. 06, which

about the attack of cotton maple 
scale. "It gets Its name because It 
looks like cotton or popcorn popping 
on the tree," he said. "Right now It's 
at the stage where It Is blooming." 


Pnssolt said the disease will not 


kill maple trees, "but some times tho 
leaves got a little crinkly. It Is an 
annoying thing and it should bo cor- 
rected." 


The last outbreak of cotton maple 


scale was three years ago, Passolt 
said. At that time the village suc- 
cessfully got rid of the disease by 
spraying tho trees with Malathlon. 


PASSOLT SAID ho is planning an- 


other such spraying program to be- 
gin In mid-July. He said that in addi- 
tion to spraying the Infected trees on 
tho parkways, tho tillage will offer 
to spray residents' trees free of cost. 


Residents wishing to have their 


maple trees sprayed will have to sign 
a special release form, which will bo 
available shortly. Passolt said ho 
plans to contact residents about tho 
spraying program. 


"If wo just sprayed tho trees In the 


parkway and people havo trees In 
their yards, front or back tho disease 
will continue," Possott said. 


Tho manger said tho disease is

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Proposed industrial park 
could face soil problems 


by LYNN AStNOF 


Tho North Cook County Soil and Water 


Conservation District has warned Wheel- 
ing officials of severe problems that 
could result from the construction of a 
proposed Industrial park at the northwest 
corner of Hlntz and Wolf roads. 


In a report on (ho 41.8-acrc site, the 


district noted that poor soil conditions 
nnd a high water lablo will create prob- 
lems with flooded basements and floor 
buckling. 


"Foundations, streets, parking lots and 


sidewalks on them (the soils) are subject 
to cracking and heaving," the report 
states. It noted that the water table for 
that slto can bo as high as two feet below 
the surface. 


TUB DISTRICT said that proposed 


plans submitted by the developer, 
Wheeling Partnership, coll for construe* 
tlon of buildings too close to the banks of 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. In addi- 
tion, the district, called for the pre- 
servation of trees along the creek bank, 
noting that erosion has occurred on the 
north creek bank where the trees have 
been removed for the Foxboro Apart- 
ments. 


According to district spokesmen, the 


acreage, which Is bordered on the north 
by the creek, Is a "key preservation 
area." 


Developer Slgmund Lcfkowltz, who is 


also responsible for the adjacent Foxboro 
development, told the zoning board that 
engineering should bo able to solve these 
construction problems. 


The developer, however, admitted that 


a comprehensive study of the con- 
servation district's soil report has not 
been completed. Tho zoning board con- 
tinued lu hearing on Industrial zoning for 
the property until further soil Informa- 
tion Is available. 


WHILE THE ZONING board indicated 


concern over the soil conditions Wheeling 
Trustee Albert Lang has already opposed 
any construction on the site. 


Lang went on record early this month 


by voting against the preparation of an 
annexation ordinance for the property. 
Ho noted that streets, which would be 
maintained by the village, would be sub- 


ject to severe frost heaving. He said that 
under such conditions the property might 
be a liability to the village. 


Other trustees, however, said the vil- 


lage should annex the'property, noting 
that this would not automatically author- 
ize development of the land. Final vote 
on the annexation has been delayed until 
Monday. 


In testimony before the zoning board, 


the developers said they planned to con- 
struct one building and then expand the 
number of buildings as firms become In- 
terested In the site. They said Acco In- 
ternational, a firm that makes office sup- 
plies, plans to build its headquarters on 
the property. 


THE DEVELOPERS told the zoning 


board that the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA) had determined the posi- 
tion of their buildings because of the 
proximity to PolWoukee Airport. The 
zoning board asked that more evidence 
be presented that the FAA has control 
over the Building's location. 


Zoning board members also asked that 


Lcfkowitz document reasons why on in- 
dustrial park would bo the highest and 
best use of the property. 


The 41.8-acre slto is currently owned 


by Theodore and Marion Melzer, with the 
Wheeling Partnership petitioning for the 
zoning change as contract purchaser of 
the site. 


Wheeling officials have repeatedly ob- 


jected to problems with the Foxboro de- 
velopment which Lcfkowitz developed 
under another partnership. The village 
approved the project in late 1972 after 
county zoning had already been ap- 
proved for the slto. 


MEMBERS OF the plan commission 


have criticized both the high density of 
the project and the construction which 
has caused severe-traffic problems on 
Wolf Road. Numerous residents havo 
complained about mud on the road at the 
construction slto. 


While village officials have praised tho 


Foxboro developers for improvements to 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch, the'con- 
servation district noted that severe ero- 
sion problems have developed as a result 
of this work. 


REMOVAL OF TREES along the north bank of the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch by developers of the 
Foxboro Apartments hat created erosion problemi 


according to the North Cook County Soil and We 
tor Conservation District. This work was praised by 
Wheeling officials when it was completed 
in 


March, 1973, because of its impact on flood con- 
trol. Sigmund Lefkowitz, developer of Foxboro, 
now is seeking zoning for an industrial park.

Rettenbacher termed the closed-door 


meeting a "fact-finding mission" on the 
part of the Johnson Corp. which pro- 
duced no new information. 


The Herald disclosed last week that 


1,700 or more homes in the village may 
have furnaces with potentially dangecpus 
heat exchangers, which are cracking and 
corroding, allowing toxic fumes to es- 
cape into the heating systems. 


RETTENBACHER SAID that Green 


did not offer any solutions to the problem 
or make any commitments for his com- 
pany, nor did he give any causes for the 
problem with the heat exchangers. 


Rettenbacher said Green cited an engi- 


neering report paid for by his company 
last year, which cited Improper In- 
stallations of Johnson furnaces in the vil- 
lage which do not allow for adequate 
combustion air and venting. 


According to Rettenbacher, 
Green 


cited the report several times, but would 
not say the installation problems were 
the cause of the heat exchanger failures 
but were a "contributing factor." 


Green left immediately following the 


meeting with Rettenbacher for another 
appointment and was not available for 
comment. 


ACCORDING TO Rettenbacher, 
no 


plans were made for further meetings 
with Green or Clement 


The first part of a report expected to 


pinpoint the cause of the heat exchanger 
failure should be completed Tuesday, ac- 
cording to Rettenbacher. The report, 
being prepared by an outside consultant 
hired by the village, will include a chem- 
ical analysis of faulty heat exchangers 
taken from Elk Grove Village homes. 


Fifty village furnaces have been In-

Court expected to uphold system 


SPRINGFIELD - A decision on the 


constitutionality of tho Regional Trans* 
portatlon Authority may como from the 
Illinois Supreme Court by July 1 — prob- 
ably upholding the RTA. 


The court acknowledged a request 


from RTA attorney Don Reuben Wednes- 
day for tho quick decision. Reuben ex- 
plained that a $500,000 state appropria- 
tion for start-up funds would expire by 
that date If no decision was reached. 


During his argument, Reuben also 


diked tho court to settle a pending Du- 
Page county suit by ruling the recounts 
of referenda should be allowed. The Du- 
Page County suit contests the outcome of 
tho March 10 RTA referendum, and RTA 


foes will attempt to prove election fraud. 


THE COURT WEDNESDAY appeared 


to accept Reuben's arguments that the 
RTA referendum was not required ex- 
cept In the RTA legislation, and there- 
fore the wording could not be con- 
stitutional. 


The justices used Reuben's position to 


question State's Atty. Jack Hoogaslan of 
Lake County, who filed the suit against 
the RTA In April. A Lake County judge 
this month ordered a temporary and per- 
manent Injunctions against the RTA af-, 
ter hearing Hoogaslan's case. Circuit 
Court Judge Henry Caldwell said the 
RTA ballot did not give Voters enough

The 21-member board Is provided for 


In a measure sponsored by State Rep. 
Donald Deuster, R-Mundelein, who said 
he is also prepared to add the same 
wording to three Senate amendments 
sent to the House last week. 


Deuster's bill would provide 10 Chicago 


members, five from suburban Cook 
County, and one from each of the five 
outlying counties In Northeastern Illinois. 
The five "collar counties" presently 
have only two'representatives between 
them. The board members would then 
select a chairman from outside their 
number. 


Under Deuster's bill, which was post- 


poned In the House after it failed to 
achieve passage in his first attempt, the 
proportions of representation would be 
the same for the three RTA areas as pro- 
vided on the present nine-member board.

Board Pros. Arlcne Nldelz announced 


Tuesday night that tho East Maine Edu- 
cation Assn. declared an impasse in ne- 
gotiations and has asked for outside me- 
diation. 


Luke Allen, EMEA spokesman, said 


teachers felt "things could be settled 
more readily with a mediator present." 
He said there are "at least eight areas" 
where the two sides have failed to reach 
agreement. 


Mrs. Nidetz said that "as far as we're 


(the board) concerned, wo felt we could 
continue with negotiations." She noted 
that several items hadn't been resolved, 
including salary, but said the board 
didn't feel an Impasse had been reached. 


ACCORDING TO the 1973-74 contract 


agreement, non-salary items such as 
teacher assignments and responsibilities, 
Involuntary transfers and leaves were to 
be negotiated for the 1974-75 contract. 


Firemen to Hush 
Maine fire hydrants 


The North Maine Fire Dept. will begin 


flushing fire hydrants next week in unin- 
corporated areas of Maine Township as 
part of Its fire hydrant maintenance pro- 
gram, according to Fire Chief Dole 
Moore. 


Firefighters will flush the hydrants to 


free them of foreign matter to make sure 
they flow freely in COM of a fire. Moore 
sold tho hydrants also will be checked 
for damage and to see If repairs are nec- 
essary. 


Tops and caps of the hydrants also will

Under the negotiations agreement, ei- 


ther side may ask for outside mediation 
If they feel no progress has been made 90 
days after the start of contract talks. 
The mediator will be mutually agreed 
upon from a list submitted by the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Assn. Costs for media- 
tion will be shared equally by the board 
and the EMEA. 


Mrs. Nidetz said no new bargaining 


sessions can be scheduled until a media- 
tor is selected. The negotiations team 
met for the last time Friday afternoon. 


Representatives of the board and 


teachers' union held their first bargain- 
ing session on the 1974-75 contract in 
mid-March. Both sides termed the meet- 
Ing "congenial." 


THE DIST. 63 board and the EMEA 


reached a settlement In the 1973-74 con- 
tract dispute last October, narrowly 
averting a threatened teachers' strike. A 
major stumbling block in the 13-month 
dispute was the board's refusal to nego- 
tiate non-salary items, including class 
size and grievance procedures. Tho 
board later agreed to include some non- 
salary Items in future negotiations. 


In the aftermath of the contract dis- 


pute, the Dist. 63 board issued letters of 
warning to teacher union officials for 
committing acts of "unprofessional con- 
duct and breaching teacher contracts." 
Charges filed against the teachers in- 
cluded organizing an illegal withholding 
of services in the form of a aick-in last 
October. 


Officials of the EMEA later filed two 


lawsuits charging board actions taken 
against union officials In the aftermath of 
the contract dispute violated the civil 
rights of teachers. The cases are now 
pending in U.S. District Court.

Summer session programs 
Cooking, ivorkshop 
add fun to school

"There are two parts to cooking — the 


making and the eating." 


That's the assessment of one young 


chef taking part in the Des Plaines Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 62 "Cooking Fun" 
class. The cooking course Is part of a 
summer school program that also in- 
cludes an Industrial arts workshop class. 


Richard Ruffolo, director of instruc- 


tional resources, said the cooking and 
workshop programs for elementary 
school youngsters are being offered for 
the first time this year. 


"We're trying to Incorporate the things 


kids want to do in the classes," he said. 


THE COOKING COURSE is designed 


to "acquaint the kids with different types 
of cooking," according to Rosalind Good- 
man, a North School staff member. 


"We'll be working with just a real va- 


riety of things — breakfast foods, lunch- 
es, dinners and outdoor cooking,'" she 
said. "Mainly, I'm getting them- to try 
different things." 


Since summer school began last week, 


Mrs. Goodman's students have tried 
their hands at dishes ranging from cinna- 
mon (oast and jelly-filled rolls to pan- 
cakes and omelettes. 
; 


In addition to the actual cooking, stu- 


dents also are learning the bastes of nu- 
trition, the procedures of cooking and 
safety rules. 


"We spent one whole day just learning 


to measure different things," Mrs. Good- 
man said. 


THE YOUNGSTERS are encouraged to 


bring in their own recipes as well as 
copying dishes from cookbooks and 
magazines. Suggestions have included in- 
structions for meringue kisses and honey 
cookies (grandma's recipe) to a recipe 
for combread brought in by one of the 
three boys In the class. 


"I love to cook and I know the kids are 


capable of doing it," she said. "I thought 
we ought to give them a chance to try 
things out." 


While Mrs. Goodman's students slave 


over their creations in the Algonquin Ju- 
nior High School home economics room, 
Iroquois Junior High teacher' Jay Mat- 
thlesen is working with youngsters in the 
neighboring woodshop. 


MATTHIESEN NOTES that elementa- 


ry school students, get no industrial arts 
instruction and that his course is their 
"first experience with shop." 


"I'm trying to give them a basic in- 


troduction to shop and still hit some of 
their interests," he said. "Some kids 
have never cut a board before." 


The projects, including string art and 


decoupage, teach skills such as sawing, 
sanding, drilling and staining. 


"Each new project builds on skills 


learned on the others," Matthlesen said. 


The shop students also- wjll get a 


week's instruction in the care of bicycles, 
with lessons ranging from patching tires 
to changing wheels.

about Ills wife's performance in doss. Ho says tho team 
teaching project has worked out even better than they ex- 
pected. Both aro learning more about each other's academic 
specialty and they've come to respect each other as teachers. 


"You gain a lot of respect when you sec your husband at 


work In tho classroom," says Mrs. Abrams. "Wo become 
professionals In tho classroom." 


MilS. AIIKAMS thinks husbands and wives working togeth- 


er "helps mnko a marriage stronger. It helps to talk to a 
husband that understands your problems and concerns." Sho 
says sho feels "sorry for these women whoso husbands come 
homo from Jobs In Industry and don't understand what 
they're talking about or even care." 


Mrs. Abrams sees husband and wife teams as "tho coming 


trend in education.! would recommend It to all husbands and 
wives to work together onco they get over the Initial shock" 
of seeing each other all day. Most wives can't wait to get 
their husbands out of the house in tho morning, she says, but 


once they get used to working together It's fun. 


Abrams, who's the sociologist in the family, thinks team 


teaching Is the modern relative of old-fashioned family struc- 
tures where everybody works together. "It's getting back to 
the old idea of the family on tho farm," he says. 


The Abrams feel their academic specialties work well to- 


gether in the classroom. Discussions of the changes in social, 
sexual and political customs from 1901 to 1910, after the reign 
of Queen Victoria, lead to discussions of literature including 
"The American" and "Portrait of a Lady" by Henry James 
and "The Worm in the Bud" by Ronald Pearsall. 


THE is STUDENTS in the class receive three hours of 


college credit in humanities and three hours of credit-in soci- 
ology. Episodes from the television series "Upstairs Down- 
stairs," produced by the British Broadcasting Co., are also 
discussed In class. Tho series is based on the,lives of a 
wealthy aristocratic family living during the Edwardian peri- 
od. 


"We personally loved the series and agreed it would be a 


great teaching tool," said Abrams. The series portrays social 
changes during tho reign of Edward VIII such as the shift 
from the extended family to the nuclear family, the enhanced 
prestige of the middle class, and the rise of labor unions. 


Abrams says it is important to social changes at the begin- 


ning of the Twentieth Century, because "If you can under- 
stand the changes of that period you can understand the 
changes today." 


Maine Twp. may buy 
Park Ridge school

Maine Township officials arc hop- 


Ing to renew talks with Park Rldgc 
school administrators in the near fu- 
ture over the possible acquisition of 
Oakton School, 2100 Oakton St., Park 
Ridge. 


Discussion about buying tho now 


vacant school started last January, 
but were delayed after the Park 
Ridge Park District called for a ref- 
erendum to seek approval to sell 
bonds to buy tho school. 


Voters rejected the referendum 


proposal by a 2-tot margin on Juno 
15, according to a park district offi- 
cial. Township authorities hope to 
convince Park Ridge Community 
School Dlst. 0-1 to sell tho building to 
them. 


School officials met with Park 


Ridge authorities last Monday to dis- 
cuss a developer's proposal for tho 
construction of multiple-family hous- 
ing on the land. A city council com- 
mittee voted to recommend tho city 
approve zoning which would allow 18 
units per acre on tho site. The devel- 
oper had requested zoning to allow 96 
units per acre. The school board 
plans to continue discussions on tho 
topic July 0. 


WITH THE DEFEAT of tho park 


district referendum to acquire tho 
school and tho opposition of nearby 
residents to have tho property re- 
zoned for condominiums, the town- 
ship now appears to be the most logi- 
cal user of tho property, sold Marga- 
ret Wlrsen, a township auditor. 


The township has indicated it 


would spend at least $200,000 to pur- 


chase the school building. Township 
officials have mndo on offer to pur- 
chase tho building and tho 5%-ncro 
site. 


The school district also has re- 


ceived a $600,000 plus offer from a Wll- 
mctto developer. Ho has sought ap- 
proval to develop multiple family 
housing on the land. A number of 
residents have raised objections to 
tho proposal. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS have repeat- 


edly stated they would like to sell 
tho land to a developer so that some 
tax revenues would be realized from 
the property. 


Tho township Is presently renting 


office space and is seeking the school 
as a permanent headquarters and to 
house a group of new programs. 
• Tho township plans to use federal 
revenue sharing funds to purchase 
the building if tho school district 
agrees to the sale. Mrs. Wlrsen noted 
that by using the revenue sharing 
funds tho township would need no 
referendum to complete the acquis- 
ition and there would bo no tax In- 
crease. 


THE OAKTON School is located 


close to the geographic center of tho 
township and would provide suf- 
ficient space for expanded township 
services and related public service 
agencies. 


She also noted that taxes collected 


by the township for the schools havo 
amounted to more than $1 million 
and tho school district has received a 
large portion of those funds. 


No meetings between the school 


district and the township have been 
scheduled. 


Renovation work 
at iour schools 
set this summer 


Extensive renovation and repair work 


at four schools in River Trails Dlst. 26 
will continue this summer in preparation 
for tho upcoming school year. 


A major portion of tho work, including 


improvements designed to bring the 
schools Into compliance with state life 
safety codes, will be done by private con- 
tractors who have been awarded bids by 
the board of education. 


The schools slated for life safety work 


include Euclid, Fcchanvlllc and Indian 
Grove elementary schoolls and River 
Trails Junior High School.' 


Contractors who will be working In tho 


district include Edwin Anderson Con- 
struction Co., which was awarded a 
$49,725 bid to do general contracting 
work; Usher Brothers 'Heating Co., 
awarded a $70,145 bid; Klorek Electric 
Co., awarded a $15,725 bid, and Boico 
Roofing Co., awarded a $31,655 bid.' 


The companies will be working on vari- 


ous projects at tho schools, including 
replacing thermostats and unit ventila- 
tors, installing trash compactors and re- 
moving incinerators, installing relief val- 
ves on water mains and installing new 
roofs. 


IN ADDITION, Anderson Construction 


was awarded an additional $28,000 bid by 
the board to do earthwork and paving at 
Fcchanvilllc, Euclid and River Trails Ju- 
nior High. 


Tho work was required in order to 


bring the schools into compliance with 
tho state's codes. Failure to comply with 
state standards can be cause for closing 
the schools. 


The board sold $250,000 in bonds last 


year to finance the cost of tho project. 
Although exterior and interior lighting 
were to have been Included in the life 
safety work, bids for this portion of the 
project were in excess of the architect's 
estimate, forcing postponement of tho 
lighting work.

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Final legislative, judicial decisions on RTA coming soon 


Board may be enlarged from present 9 members 
Court expected to uphold system 


SPRINGFIELD — A decision on the 


constitutionality of the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority may come from the 
Illinois Supreme Court by July 1 — prob- 
ably upholding the RTA. 


The court acknowledged a request 


from RTA attorney Don Reuben Wednes- 
day for the quick decision. Reuben ex- 
plained that a $800,000 state appropria- 
tion for start-up funds would expire by 
that date if no decision was reached. 


During his argument, Reuben also 


asked the court to settle a pending Du- 
Page county suit by ruling the recounts 
of referenda should be allowed. The Du- 
Page County suit contests the outcome of 
the March 19 RTA referendum, and RTA 


foes will attempt to prove election fraud. 


THE COURT WEDNESDAY appeared 


to accept Reuben's arguments that the 
RTA referendum was not required ex- 
cept in the RTA legislation, and there- 
fora the wording could not be con- 
stitutional. 


The justices used Reuben's position to 


question State's Atty. Jack Hoogaslan of 
Lake County, who filed the suit against 
the RTA In April. A Lake County judge 
this month ordered a temporary and per- 
manent Injunctions against the RTA af- 
ter hearing Hoogasian's case. Circuit 
Court Judge Henry Caldwell said the 
RTA ballot did not give voters enough

SPRINGFIELD - 
The Regional 


Transportation Authority board of direc- 
tors, now composed of nine members, 
may be expanded by the Illinois General 
Assembly to 21, according to a legislative 
source here. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has reportedly 


said privately that an expanded board is 
the only change in the RTA that he 
would sign into law following this legisla- 
tive session. 


The senate has passed a bill sponsored 


by State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, which would enlarge the board 
to 14 members and would give majority 
representation to the suburbs. 


House sources said yesterday, how- 


ever, that Regner's bill "doesn't have a 
chance" because It throws more power 
to the suburbs, particularly suburban Re- 
publicans. 


REGNER, MEANWHILE, declared 


that he wilt not support an amendment 
creating a 21-member board because it 
would give Chicago Democrats a greater 
chance to pry loose Republican votes In 
their favor. 


The 21-member board Is provided for 


In a measure sponsored by State Rep. 
Donald Deuster, R-Mundelein, who said 
he is also prepared to add the same 
wording to three Senate amendments 
sent to the House last week. 


Deuster's bill would provide 10 Chicago 


members, five from suburban Cook 
County, and one from each of the five 
outlying counties in Northeastern Illinois. 
The five "collar counties" presently 
have only two representatives between 
them. The board members would then 
select a chairman from outside their 
number. 


Under Deuster's bill, which was post- 


poned In the House after it failed to 
achieve passage In his first attempt, the 
proportions of representation would be 
the same for the three RTA areas as pro- 
vided on the present nine-member board. 


DEUSTER SAID A similar board

The building, zoned 
rcsldental, adjoins a shopping center and 
bowling alley and hod been used by Cen- 
tex as an office for 15 years, Fleming 
contended.

Closed-door meet on faulty units 
Furnace firm looking for 'conclusion '

An official of the company that manu- 


factured Elk Grove Village furnaces 
found to be defective told Building Direc- 
tor Thomas Rettenbachcr Wednesday his 
firm wants to "bring the problem to a 
conclusion." 


Frank Green, sales manager for John- 


son Corp. of Bellevue, Ohio, met with 
Rettcnbncher and R. B. Clement, repre- 
sentative of Excelsior Steel Furnace Co. 
of Chicago, which is the major dis- 
tributor of Johnson furnaces in the Mid- 
west. 


Rcttcnbacher termed the closed-door 


meeting a "fact-finding mission" on the 
part of the Johnson Corp. which pro- 
duced no new Information. 


The Herald disclosed last week that 


1,700 or more homes In the village may 
have furnaces with potentially dangerous 
heat exchangers, which are cracking and 


corroding, allowing toxic fumes to es- 
cape into the heating systems. 


RETTENBACHER SAID that Green 


did not offer any solutions to the problem 
or make any commitments for his com- 
pany, nor did he give any causes for the 
problem with the heat exchangers. 


Rettenbachcr said Green cited an engi- 


neering report paid for by his company 
last year, which cited improper in- 
stallations of Johnson furnaces in the vil- 
lage which do not allow for adequate 
combustion air and venting. 


According to Rettenbacher, Green 


cited the report several times, but would 
not say the installation problems were 
the cause of the heat exchanger failures 
but were a "contributing factor." 


Green left immediately following the 


meeting with Rettenbacher for another 
appointment and was not available for 
comment. 


ACCORDING TO Rettenbacher, no 


plans were made for furthi-r meetings 
with Green or Clement. 


The first part of a report expected to 


pinpoint the cause of the heat exchanger 
failure should be completed Tuesday, ac- 
cording to Rettenbacher. The report, 
being prepared by an outside consultant 
hired by the village, will Include a chem- 
ical analysis of faulty heat exchangers 
taken from Elk Grove Village homes. 


Fifty village furnaces have been in- 


spected by building department in- 
spectors since last week. Of the SO, five 
were found to have heat exchangers 
which are definitely defective. Thirty-one 
others are what Rettenbacher termed as 
"doubtful," but only a careful exam- 
ination of the furnace by a heating con- 
tractor could tell if the unit is faulty for 
sure. 


Some 136 village residents have called 


to take advantage of free furnace in- 
spections offered by the village. Village

Nearly 3,500 enroll in summer school 


A variety of courses from sailing 


and horseback riding to camping and 
archaeology have enticed almost 
3,500 youngsters this year to take 
part In Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
summer school classes. 
, 


Enrollment in this year's summer 


classes is the second highest ever, 
surpassed only by last year's record 
errollment of about 3,700, said Phil- 
lip Thornton, summer school direc- • 
tor. 


Thornton added' that attendance 


this summer might have broken last 
year's record, but was held down be- 
cause two junior high schools, Grove 
atid Dempster, are undergoing re- 
modeling and are closed to classes. 


More than 350 courses are being of- 


fered this summer at 15 buildings 
throughout the district, which covers 
parts of Elk Grove Village, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines. 


AGAIN, ARTS AND crafts classes 


are most popular, according to 
Thornton, along with model building, 
typing and gymnastics for girls. 


Several courses are being offered 


for the first time this summer. These 
include sailing, yoga and bicycle 
safety. 


Other popular classes being offered 


Include archaeology, fishing, tennis, 
dance, horseback riding, cooking for 
boys, band, campcraft, cooking with 
math, foods and needlecraft, explor- 
ing and investigating, and the "won- 
derful world of make believe." 


Thornton attributed .the increased 


interest in summer school during the 
past few years to individual building 
curriculums, which have been devel- 
oped. Before, identical courses had 
been offered in standard school sub- 
jects at every district building. 


Now, in addition to emphasis on 


traditional developmental skills and 
enrichment courses, many courses 
are offered because of high student, 


or teacher interest, according to 
Thornton. 
' Students in the district can attend 


any school as long as they provide 
their own transportation, but the 
large majority are attending at their 
usual or closest school, according to 
Thornton. 


IN ADDITION TO the wide variety 


of classes, several special activity 
days are planned at various schools 
such as a patriotic day, a water- 
melon day and bike dress up day. 


Offered for the first time this sum- 


mer are special preschool classes for 
youngsters "who need special enrich- 
ment" before entering kindergarten 
next fall, according to Thornton. 


While summer school attendance 


remains high, the price of summer 
school went down this year, due to 
the tremendous attendance according 
to Thornton. 


Cost for the session, which runs 


from June 24 to Aug. 2, went from $5 
to $4. 


Inspectors are booked through July 15 to 
make the inspections. The village is ask- 
ing that residents wait until after the re- 
port due Tuesday is in before calling to 
make an appointment, but will inspect 
homes for those who want the inspection 
immediately. 


Rettenbacher said that after the report 


determines what chemicals are causing 
the rapid deteriorization of the heat ex- 
changers, the next step will be to deter- 
mine what factor is producing the chem- 
ical.

The High School Dlst. 211 Board of 


Education must decide in August wheth- 
er to givo up control of construction of Its 
sixth high school In exchange for $4.6 
million. 


The Illinois Capital Development 


Board has authorized a grant of $4.6 mil- 
lion to help with construction of the 
school, which Is planned for the Winston 
Park subdivision In Palatine. However, 
In order to collect the money, Dlst. 211 
must turn over all supervision of con- 
struction to tho Capital Development 
Board. 


In addition, according to architect Ken 


Untced, speaking at a board committee 
meeting Tuesday, the district may still 
have to hold a referendum to raise an 
additional $3 million for tho sixth high 
school because the ICDB may not have 
the $4.6 million available before con- 
struction starts on the project. 


THE DISTRICT HAS $9.5 million avail- 


able for the sixth high school from a 
bond ssuo passed In 1070. However, be- 
cause of Inflation, projected costs of tho 
building have risen to $12.5 million. Tho 
district has been discussing on October 
referendum to raise tho additional $3 
million. 


Untecd explained that when the ICDB 


agrees to make funds available for a 
project, It sets that project on a priority 
list with all Other approved projects. 
Funds appropriated by the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly aro then spent on projects 
In priority order until they are exhaust- 
ed. 


Untecd said that right now, Dlst. 211 


"stands about In the middle of. tho 1975 
appropriation," but may move up or 
down on tho priority list. Tho final appro- 
priation will not bo known until August, 
when tho governor will havo to sign or 
veto all appropriation bills. 


"Though you havo been approved, you 


really don't know if there Is money In the 
stale treasury for tho project," Untecd 
said. Ho added that because of that 
doubt, tho district may havo to have a 
referendum, havo tho ICDB build the 
school, and then wait to be reimbursed 
for the $4.6 million. 


HOWEVER, UNTEED sold that In or- 


der to qualify for the $4.6 million when- 
over It Is paid, the district must turn 
over construction of the building to tho 
state. At that point, he said, architect's 
plans will hove to be approved by tho 
state and all supervision of the building 
will bo done by the state. 


Untoed said tho district's plans for tho 


sixth high school, which would bo built to 
accommodate 3,000 students, exceed the 
state's requirements for construction. 
However, he said the district could build 
tho school as planned with "enrichment" 


through local funds If the state agrees. 


As ah example of an "enrichment," 


Untecd said present plans call for folding 
bleachers in the gymnasium of the sixth 
high school, but the state guidelines do 
dot allow for folding bleachers. "In order 
to put folding bleachers In, we would 
have to use enrichment funds," Untced 
said, adding that the state would have to 
agree that the expense was "reason- 
able." 


BOARD MEMBERS expressed concern 


about tho loss of control of construction, 
recalling that Schaumburg High School 
was built with state supervision and 
somo areas of the building, including the 
cafeteria, are too small to accommodate 
the student body. Tho board is consid- 
ering Including an addition to Schaum- 
burg as part of an October referendum. 


In addition, Marvin Plate, director of 


planning and research for the district, 
said construction under the ICDB prob- 
ably will delay construction of the build- 
ing. "There is no question but that we'll 
bo In faster If wo don't go with the 
ICDB," Plato sold. The district hopes to 
havo tho sixth school completed by 
January 1977, although Unteed said It 
might not be ready until September 1977. 


Board member Edward Perry said, "I 


don't know If we should monkey with the 
Capital Development Board because I 
havo serious doubts whether this commu- 
nity will bo better off If wo do." 


UNTEED SAID HE will meet with rep- 


resentatives of the ICDB on July 25 on 
the design of the building and that by the 
first week In August "we should know If 
you can live with the control." 


Other items tho board agreed to dis- 


cuss In early August, all relating to 
building construction and a possible Oc- 
tober referendum, Include a report on 
the feasibility of renovating Palatine 
High School, and reports on costs for 
building auditoriums for Fremd and Co- 
nant high schools, for swimming pools at 
all tho district's schools, and for an addi- 
tion to Schaumburg. 


Untced said he is studying Palatine 


High School to see what it will cost to 
"keep the building usable" compared to 
what it might cost to replace It. The first 
section of Palatine was built in 1928 and 
board members and school officials have 
agreed tho building needs a major reno- 
vation. The board has discussed closing 
tho school for a year after the sixth high 
school Is built in order to do the neces- 
sary work. 


Board member Anna Countryman said 


she is concerned about restoring Pala- 
tine because "I know a district, which 
has an old high school on a little piece of 
land and they just keep pouring money 
Into it. I think wo have to ask if this is 
really what we want to do." 


Palatine High School, is built on 12 


acres of land, compared to the other dis- 
trict schools which are built on at least 
40 acres.

"THE SECURITY for the bonds is the 


tease between the village and the not-for- 
profit corporation, and there could be a 
tax liability If the corporation goes 
broke," Palmatler said. 


Neither the Cougars, nor Century Leis- 


ure Sports Ltd. were represented at the 
meeting Tuesday night. 


Palmatler said the proposal to use mu- 


nicipal bonds to build the ice arena was 
significantly different from a recent vil- 
lage board measure approving municipal 
bond financing for Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


'.'The hospital has an established pat- 


tern of income and a history of oper- 
ation" so that there is no tax liability to 
the village through a dummy corporation 
lease, ho said. 


Officials in Des Plalnes and Elk Grove 


Village also have been approached by 
agents about a temporary Cougar arena. 
And a proposal also has been made to 
the suburb of Nlles, according to Arling- 
ton Heights Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson. 


The trustees were openly skeptical of 


the Cougar organization's need for an In- 
terim ice arena when it already has an- 
nounced plans for the giant new stadium 
on Mannheim Road in Rosemont. 


Doubts about who would use the tem- 


porary ice rink after the Cougars 
leave also were expressed.

Husband and wife a happy 
team in the classroom too

Eugene and Marcy Abrams have found a new dimension to 


their marriage — team teaching. 


This summer the Abrams are teaching together at Oakton 


Community College. Their course, a study of British society 
during the Edwardian period, combines Mrs. Abrams' lectur- 
es on Edwardian literature with her husband's discussion ot 
changes In social customs at the time. • 


"I always knew she was .a good teacher," says Abrams 


about his wife's performance in class. He says the team 
teaching project has worked out even better than they ex- 
pected. Both are learning more about each other's academic 
specialty and they've come to respect each other as teachers. 


"You gain a lot of respect when you see your husband at 


work In the classroom," says Mrs. Abrams. "Wo become 
professionals In the classroom." 


AIRS. ABRAMS thinks husbands and wives working togeth- 


er "helps make a marriage stronger. It helps to talk to a 
husband that understands your problems and concerns." She 
says she feels "sorry for these women whose husbands come 
home from jobs in industry and don't understand what 
they're talking about or even care." 


Mrs. Abrams sees husband and wife teame as "the corning 


trend In education. I would recommend It to all husbands and 
wives to work together once they get over the initial shock" 
of seeing each other all day. Most wives can't wait to get 
their husbands out of the house in the morning, she says, but 


once they get used to working together It's fun. 


Abrams, who's the sociologist in the family, thinks team 


teaching is the modern relative of old-fashioned family struc- 
tures where everybody works together. "It's getting back to 
the old Idea of the family on the farm," be says. 


The Abrams feel their academic specialties work well to- 


gether In the classroom. Discussions of the changes in social, 
sexual and political customs from 1901 to 1910, after the reign 
of Queen Victoria, lead to discussions of literature including 
"The American" and "Portrait of a Lady" by Henry James 
and "The Worm In the Bud" by Ronald PearsaU. 


THE 15 STUDENTS In the class receive three hours of 


college credit in humanities and three hours of credit in soci- 
ology. Episodes from the television series "Upstairs Down- 
stairs," produced by the British Broadcasting Co,, are also 
discussed In class. The series is based on the lives of a 
wealthy aristocratic family living during the Edwardian peri- 
od. 


"We personally loved the series and agreed it would be a 


great teaching tool," said Abrams. The series portrays social 
changes during the reign of Edward VIII such as the shift 
from the extended family to the nuclear family, the enhanced 
prestige of the middle class, and the rise of labor unions. 


Abrams says it is Important to social changes at the begin- 


ning of the Twentieth Century, because "If you can under- 
stand the changes of that period you can understand the 
changes today." 


Schools hear legal view on open meets 


School boards can go Into closed meet- 


ings when personnel are being evaluated 
and negative comments are being pre- 
sented, according to opinions presented 
at the meeting conducted by Schaum- 
burg Township Dlst. 54 about the Illinois 
Open Meetings Act. 


Frank Mines, Dlst. 54 attorney, Tues- 


day night presented the legal opinion ot 
Leo James Athens, Office of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction general 
counsel. Atheas, spoke about the section 
of the Open Meetings law pertaining to 
closed meetings for matters about the 
appointment, employment or dismissal of 
an employe or officer. Ho said the "con- 
tinuing relationship between an employer 
and employe," which necessitates eval- 
uating personnel where negative opinions 
about the employe may be expressed 
merits a closed session. 


ATHEAS* OPINION supersedes that of 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott on 
matters pertaining to school boards, until 
the Issue is tested In the courts, Hlnes 
said. The likelihood of. a school board 
being brought to court for violating the 
Open Meetings Law, was minimal, ho 
added. 


Ronald Booth, from the Illinois Associ- 


ation of School Boards, also presented 
views concerning the law In relation to 
school boards. The Intent of the board In 
calling a closed meeting Is the Important 
legal determination of guilt, he said. 


If discussion of an employe could be 


detrimental to him, the board should go 


into executive session in fairness to the 
employe, Booth said. 


Both Hlnes and Booth said there are 


broad "gray areas" within the law that 
have not been tested. Sabbaticals and 
general leaves of absence were pointed 
out as two such areas. They stressed that 
the Individual to be discussed should bo 
protected. 


Booth sold a board cannot technically 


go into executive session to discuss board 
appointments or board conflicts. 


However, if a consultant Is called in 


about differences between board mem- 
bers, an executive session may be held 
with him, he'said. 


Hines said school boards should be aa 


specific as possible when they call the 
motion for executive session. Currently, 
Dlst. 54 classifies all discussion con- 
cerning employes under "personnel." 
Hlnes suggested that "evaluation, salary 
discussion," or other more specific terms 
be noted where applicable in the future.

Court expected to uphold system 


SPRINGFIELD - A decision on the 


constitutionality of the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority may come from the 
Illinois Supreme Court by July 1 — prob- 
ably upholding the RTA. 


The court acknowledged a request 


from RTA attorney Don Reuben Wednes- 
day for the quick decision. Reuben ex- 
plained that a 1300,000 state appropria- 
tion for start-up funds would expire by 
that date If no decision was reached. 


During his argument, Reuben also 


asked the court lo settle a pending Du- 
Pago county suit by ruling the recounts 
of referenda should be allowed. The Du- 
Page County suit contests the outcome of 
(ho March 10 RTA referendum, and RTA 


foes will attempt to prove election fraud. 


THE COURT WEDNESDAY appeared 


to accept Reuben's arguments that the 
RTA referendum was not required ex- 
cept In the RTA legislation, and there- 
fore the wording could not be con- 
stitutional. 


The justices used Reuben's position to 


question State's Atty. Jack Hoogaslan of 
Lake County, who filed the suit against 
the RTA In April. A Lake County judge 
this month ordered a temporary and per- 
manent injunctions against the RTA af- 
ter hearing Hoogaslan's case. Circuit 
Court Judge Henry Caldwell said the 
RTA ballot did not give voters enough

SPRINGFIELD - 
The Regional 


Transportation Authority board of direc- 
tors, now composed of nine members, 
may be expanded by the Illinois General 
Assembly to 21, according to a legislative 
source here. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has. reportedly 


said privately that an expanded board Is 
the only change In the RTA that he 
would sign into law following this legisla- 
tive session. 


The senate has passed a bill sponsored 


by State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, which would enlarge the board 
to 14 members and would give majority 
representation to the suburbs. 


House sources said yesterday, how- 


ever, that Regner's bill "doesn't have a 
chance" because It throws more power 
to the suburbs, particularly suburban Re- 
publicans. 


REGNER, MEANWHILE, declared 


that he will not support an amendment 
creating a 21-member board because it 
would give Chicago Democrats R preater 
chance to pry loose Republican votes In 
their favor. 


The 21-member board is provided for 


in a measure sponsored by State Rep. 
Donald Deuster, R-Mundelein, who said 
he is also prepared to add the same 
wording to three Senate amendments 
sent to the House last week. 


Deuster's bill would provide 10 Chicago 


members, five from suburban Cook 
County, and one from each of the five 
outlying counties in Northeastern Illinois. 
The five "collar counties" presently 
have only two representatives between 
them. The board members would then 
select a chairman from outside their 
number. 


Under Deuster's bill, which was post- 


poned In the House after It failed,to 
achieve passage in his first attempt/the 
proportions of representation would be 
the same for the three RTA areas as pro? 
vided on the present nine-member board.

Rolling Meadows 
to buy site 
ior incinerator 


The purchase of 6.71 acres of land near 


Rohlwlng Road and Northwest Highway, 
which could be the site of a refuse In- 
cinerator, has been authorized by the 
Rolling Meadows City Council. 


In authorizing the $300,000 purchase 


Tuesday, the council stipulated the pur- 
chase will be contingent on the avail- 
ability of financing, possibly through the 
Issuance of revenue bonds. 


The city will be required to pay $30,000 


of the cost within ten days. There was 
some concern Tuesday among aldermen 
about whether funds will be available for 
the purchase. The city currently Is at- 
tempting to contain expenditures as long 
as the current delay In collection of real 
estate taxes In Cook County continues. 


Mayor Roland Meyer said following 


the approval Tuesday that the city may 
be able to sell revenue bonds to collect 
funds for the purchase. 


BONDS MAY BE sold without the ap- 


proval of a public referendum under a 
new state statute which allows cities and 
villages to go into bonded indebtedness 
up to .5 per cent of their total assessed 
valuation, Meyer said. 


With the city's assessed valuation at 


about $83 million, Meyer said the city 
could Issue $425,000 In bonds for the pur- 
chase if the bonding is approved. Meyer 
said a legal firm studying the proposal 
has said the bonding method has been 
used by park districts but it has not yet 
decided If It will approve the bonding 
method for the city. 


The bonds are currently carrying 


about a 6 S per cent Interest rate, Meyer 
said. 


Meyer said the city will be looking for 


ways to finance the land purchase with- 
out directly Increasing taxes of residents. 
He «ald if the bond sale could not be 
made, the city could consider alternative 
fund raising methods, such as increasing

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More than 100 residents of Palatine's 


Palanois Park area Wednesday night 
protested the proposed building of a gar- 
bage Incinerator in Rolling Meadows. 


Residents engaged in a heated ques- 


tlon-and-answcr session at Christ Luther- 
an Church in Palatine with James Stew- 
art, a representative of Basic Engineer- 
ing Inc., Chicago. The firm was ap- 
proached by Rolling Meadows officials 
for suggested Incinerator plants. 


Residents cut short Stewart's presenta- 


tion explaining the function of a 24-hour, 
60 by 80-foot Incinerator that could ser- 
vice the garbage loads of four suburbs 
with a 240-ton daily capacity. 


THE RESIDENTS inquired as to the 


pollution odor hazards, heavy traffic con- 
ditions, and unwanted health conditions 
that could result from an incinerator in 
the area. 


"All I know Is if that thing is across 


the way from our homes and it's burning 
garbage, there are going to be fumes and 
trucks and a garbage backlog that we 
don't want," said one resident. 


Grace Mcller, 203 S. Greenwood, said, 


"If Rolling Meadows feels that an in- 
cinerator is the only answer to its gar- 
bage problems than they can build It in 
the middle of their own town." 


After touring paper-and wood-burning 


incinerators In Chicago on Wednesday 
with Stewart, Harold Quist, head of the 
homeowners' protest, said he was not 
convinced the proposed incinerator would 
serve the purpose intended. 


"The Incinerator would be a test' at 


best. I've talked to government engi- 
neers who are "not impressed with such 
an Incinerator and I would not want It 
near my own home," Quist said. 


QUIST REPORTED that after bringing 


the homeowners' objections to the Roll- 
ing Meadows City Council, he did not re- 
ceive a favorable reaction and was told 
to get the facts.

"With Mr. Stewart here tonight we've 


heard both sides of the story, we've got 
the facts and we still don't want the.in- 
cincrator built near our homes," said 
Quist summing up residents' feelings. 


Robert Jewett, Palatine environmental 


control commission member, reported to 
the residents that the Palatine police 
chief and the Palatine Health Depart- 
ment are studying the situation and that 
the village will help to assist the resi- 
dents in their protest. 


The residents plan to petition the Pala-

New iii-district transfer 
policy weighed by schools 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 


Board of Education is developing guide- 
lines to be used to determine whether 
children may transfer from one district 
to another, because of an Increase in 
requests by parents. 


About 14 or 15 parents have requested 


transfers this school year compared with 
one three years ago. 


Board member Everett Charller will 


be working on a rough draft of the pro- 
posed guidelines with Marion Omiatek, 
assistant superintendent for instruction. 
A proposal Is expected at the Aug. 14 
board meeting. 


"We have to have some guidelines so 


that we don't become contradictory," 
Charller said. "We should do something 
before wo start getting a tremendous 
amount of requests," he added later. 


SOME OF THE transfer requests for 


educational purposes come from the ad- 
ministration and are generally passed by 
the school board as being "for the child's 
best interests." 


Other requests, because of "hard- 


ships," come from parents. Some par- 
ents want all their children In the same 
elementary or junior high school. Other 
parents, who work, want their children 
close to the babysitter or grandmother. 
Some of these requests are granted, but 
others are not 


The school board in the past has de- 


cided individual cases on the basis of 
hardship, which means that a mother 
who is the sole support of her family will 
generally be able to transfer her children 
so that they are close to a babysitter or 
baby sitting service. Transportation to 
and from the new school Is not provided 
by the school district. 


RECENTLY, however, the board has 
received a large number of requests 
from families in which the mother works 
but Isn't the sole support. The board has 
been wrestling with the question that sit- 
uation raises for the past few weeks and 
is still looking for an answer. 


"How you define that line for hardship 


Is the problem," said Supt. Frank White- 
ley. "We can write policy if we know 
what you consider hardship," he added a 
little later. 


The district's former policy generally 


left the matter up to the board, which 
considered requests on "Individual mer- 
its." "I've certainly got to admit the pol- 
icy was pretty broad," said board mem- 
ber J. Leslie Bhringer. 


AT THE LAST board meeting, board 


members spilt on one of the requests —'a 
parent who wanted her child to be close 
to Its grandmother because she worked. 
Whlteley pointed out that finding a com- 
petent babysitter could be a "pretty 
serious" problem for some, and there- 
fore could fit under the "hardship" cate- 
gory. 


Surrounding districts have an "open 


policy" on transferlng students, Omiatek 
said. Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 
and Schaumburg Township Dist 54 "ac- 
cept almost any reason," Omiatek said. 
"It did not seem a problem for them. 
Even babysitting is accepted." 


Uneven growth patterns have ended up 


with unusual boundaries. In some cases, 
students from northeastern Palatine are 
bused to Rolling Meadows.

The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education must decide in August wheth- 
er to give up control of construction of its 
sixth high school in exchange for $46 
million. 


The 
Illinois Capital Development 


Board has authorized a grant of $4.6 mil- 
lion to help with construction of the 
school, which is planned for the Winston 
Park subdivision in Palatine. However, 
In order to collect the money, Dist. 211 
must turn over all supervision of con- 
struction to the Capital Development 
Board. 


In additlon.-accordlng to architect Ken 


Unteed, speaking at a board committee 
meeting Tuesday, the district may still 
have to hold a referendum to raise an 
additional S3 million for the sixth high 
school because the ICDB may not have 
the $46 million available before con- 
struction starts on the project. 


THE DISTRICT HAS $9.5 million avail- 


able for the sixth high school from a 
bond ssue passed in 1970. However, be- 
cause of inflation, projected costs of the 
building have risen to $12.5 million. The 
district has been discussing an October 
referendum to raise the additional $3 
million. 


Unteed explained that when the ICDB 


agrees to make funds available for a 
project, It sets that project on a priority 
list with all other approved projects. 
Funds appropriated by the Illinois GC.J- 
eral Assembly are then spent on projects 
In priority order until they are exhaust- 
ed. 


Unteed said that right now, Dist. 211 


"stands about In the middle of the 1975 
appropriation," but may move up or 
down on the priority list The final appro- 
priation will not be known until August, 
when the governor will have to sign or 
veto all appropriation bills. 


"Though you have been approved, you 


really don't know if there is money In the 
state treasury for the project," Unteed 
said. He added that because of that 
doubt, the district may have to have a 
referendum, have the ICDB build the 
school, and then wait to be reimbursed 
for the $4.6 million. 


HOWEVER. UNTEED said that In or- 


der to qualify for the $4.6 million when- 
ever it is paid, the district must turn 
over construction of the building to the 
state. At that point, he said, architect's 
plans will have to be approved by the 
state and all supervision of the building 
will be done by the state. 


Unteed said the district's plans for the 


sixth high school, which would be built to 
accommodate 3,000 students, exceed the 
state's requirements for construction. 
However, he said the district could build 
the school as planned with "enrichment" 
through local funds if the state'agrees. 7- 


As an example of an "enrichment," 


Unteed said present plans call for folding 
bleachers in the gymnasium of the sixth 
high school, but the state guidelines do*. 
not allow for folding bleachers. "In order 
to put folding bleachers in, we would 
have to use enrichment funds," Unteed 
said, adding that the state would have to 
agree that the expense was "reason- 
able." 


BOARD MEMBERS expressed concern 


about the loss of control of construction, ' 
recalling that Schaumburg High School 
was built with state supervision and

The purchase of 6.71 acres of land near 


Rohhvlng Road and Northwest Highway, 
which could be the site of a refuse in- 
cinerator, has been authorized by the 
Rolling Meadows City .Council. 


In authorizing the $300,000 purchase 


Tuesday, the council stipulated the pur- 
chase will bo contingent on tho avail- 
ability of financing, possibly through the 
issuance of revenue bonds. 


The city will be required to pay $30,000 


of the cost within ten days. There was 
some concern Tuesday among aldermen 
about whether funds will be available for 
tho purchase. The city currently Is at- 
tempting to contain expenditures as long 
as the current delay In collection of real 
estate taxes in Cook County continues. 


Mayor Roland Meyer said following 


the approval Tuesday that the city may 
bo ablo to sell revenue bonds to collect 
funds for the purchase. 


BONDS MAY BE sold without the ap- 


proval of a public referendum under a 
new stole statute which allows cities and 
villages to go into bonded indebtedness 
up to .3 per cent of their total assessed 
valuation, Meyer said. 


With the city's assessed valuation at 


about $83 million, Meyer said tho city 
could Issue $425,000. in bonds for the pur- 
chase if the bonding is approved. Meyer 
sold a legal firm studying the proposal 
has said the bonding method has been 
used by park districts but It has not yet 
decided if it will approve the bonding 
method for the city.

SOME OF THE transfer requests for

the school board as being "for the child's 
best interests." 


Other requests, because of "hard- 


ships," come from parents. Some par- 
ents want all their children in the same 
elementary or junior high school. Other 
parents, who work, want their children 
close to the babysitter or grandmother. 
Some of these requests are granted, but 
others are not 


The school board In the past has de- 


cided individual cases on the basis of 
hardship, which means that a mother 
who is the sole support of her family will 
generally be able to transfer her children 
so that they are close to a babysitter or 
baby sitting service. Transportation to 
and from the new school Is not provided 
by the school district. 


RECENTLY, however, the board has 


received a large number of requests 
from families in which the mother works 
but Isn't the sole support. The board has 


been wrestling with the question that sit- 
uation raises for the past few weeks and 
is still looking for. an answer. 


"How you define that line for hardship 


is the problem," said Supt Frank White- 
ley. "We can write policy If we know 
what you consider hardship," he added a' 
little later. 


The district's former policy generally 


left the matter up to the board, which 
considered requests on "individual mer-" 
its." "I've certainly got to admit the pol- 
icy was pretty broad," said board mem- 
ber J. Leslie Ehringer.

Taxi fare increase decision delayed 


A decision on approving a taxlcab fore 


rate increase In Rolling Meadows has 
been delayed by the city council until 
July 9. 


The council agreed to postpone a vote 


on the request of City Transportation Co. 
of Arlington Heights to raise its rates by 
about 20 per cent. The delay was made 
so that city officials and the company 
can consider a possible program giving 
special cab rates to senior citizens. 


The rate increase was requested in a 


letter dated May 1 from the cab com- 
pany to the city. If the increase is ap- 
proved by the city council, new rates 


would go Into effect July 14, Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer said. 


The increase already has been ap- 


proved by both the Village of Arlington 
Heights and City of DCS Plaines, where 
the cab company also operates. 


THE INCREASES PROPOSED call for 


60 cents for the first one-sixth mile, 10 
cents for each additional one-sixth' mile, 
$6 per hour traffic 'delay and waiting 
time and 75 cents for each mile outside 
the city limits. 


The company's current rates arc 60 


cents for the first 2/5 mile, 10 cents for 
each additional 1/5 mile, $5 per hour trafl 
flc delay and waiting time and 60 cents 


for each mile outside the city limits. 


Company operator Tom Gillen has said 


the increase is needed becuase of rising 
gasoline and operating costs. The last 
rate increase for the company was ap- 
proved in 1969. 


The city may consider a program to 


provide special rates for senior citizens 
using cab services. Currently special 
programs for seniors exist in Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines and one also is 
being considered in Arlington Heights. 


The Clly Transportation Co. operates

Court expected to uphold system 


SPRINGFIELD - A decision on the 


constitutionality of the Regional Trans-' 
portatlon Authority may come from the 
Illinois Supreme Court by July 1 — prob- 
ably upholding the RTA. 


The court acknowledged a request 


from RTA attorney Don Reuben Wednes- 
day for the quick decision. Reuben ex- 
plained that a $300,000 state appropria- 
tion for start-up funds would expire by 
that dato If no decision was reached. 


During his argument, Reuben also 


asked the court to settle a pending Du- 
Page county suit by ruling the recounts 
of referenda should be allowed. The Du- 
Pago County suit contests the outcome of 
the March 10 RTA referendum, and RTA 


foes will attempt to prove election fraud. 


THE COURT WEDNESDAY appeared 


to accept Reuben's arguments that the 
RTA referendum was not required ex- 
cept in the RTA legislation, and there- 
fore the wording could not be con- 
stitutional. 


The justices used Reuben's position to 


question State's Atty. Jack Hoogaslan of 
Lake County, who filed the suit against 
the RTA in April. A Lake County judge 
this month ordered a temporary and per- 
manent injunctions against the RTA af- 
ter hearing Hoogaslan's case. Circuit 
Court Judge Henry Caldwell said the 
RTA ballot did not give voters enough

House sources said yesterday, how- 


ever, that Regner's bill "doesn't have a 
chance" because it throws more power 
to the suburbs, particularly suburban Re- 
publicans. 


REGNER, MEANWHILE, declared 


that he will not support an amendment 
creating a 21-member board because it 
would give Chicago Democrats a greater 
chance to pry loose Republican votes In 
their favor. 


The 21-member board is provided for 


In a measure sponsored by State Rep. 
Donald Deuster, R-Mundelein, who said 
he is also prepared to add the same 
wording to three Senate amendments 
sent to the House last week. 


Deuster's bill would provide 10 Chicago 


members, five from suburban Cook 
County, and one from each of the five; 
outlying counties in Northeastern Illinois. 
The five "collar counties" presently 
have only two representatives between 
them.

object to a footbridge but oppose the idea 
of Walnut Lane being made a north-south 
link between Irving Pork Road and III.

"Our area is presently sort of isolated 


and many of us bought homes here be- 
cause of that and want to keep it this 
way," he commented. 


The bridge would be constructed about 


50 feet from the last house at the south 
end of the street. Walnut Lane Is at the 
far westerly edge of Schaumburg. 


ZIMMER SAID he and his neighbors

A news analysis 


The split between the villages of 


Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates goes 
skin deep — that skin being the tough 
hide of the village officials. 


Officials' bickerings created two Inter- 


twined villages where there could have 
been one. And despite occasional efforts 
for cooperative action, talks between the 
village officials bog down in the flack be- 
tween "the neighbor to the south" — Hoff 
man Estates' term for Schaumburg — 
and "our neighboring community" — 
Schaumburg's counter for Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


The original section of Hoffman Es- 


tates had the opportunity to be joined to 
the newly Incorporated Schaumburg in 
the late 1050s, but Hoffman Rosner, de- 
veloper of Parcel A subdivision between 
Hlggins and Golf roads, would not make 
the necessary changes In the sewage sys- 
tem, curbs, roads and over-all construc- 
tion standards to meet Schaumburg's vil- 
lage code. 


Because Parcel A did not incorporate 


Into Schaumburg but rather became the 
nucleus of Hoffman Estates, a land 
scrabble resulted shoYtly after the two 
villages incorporated — Schaumburg in 
1955 and Hoffman Estates in 1959. 


EACH VILLAGE grabbed pieces and 


parcels of land and ended up with gerry- 
mandered boundaries. For instance, all 
that holds central Hoffman Estates to- 
gether geographically Is a strip of land 
200 feet wide off Bode Road near Helen 
Keller Junior High School, which con-' 


nects Highland and Highpolnt subdivi- 
sions to Parcel A, B, C and D subdivi- 
sions. 


Schaumburg also is connected by a 


small bit of land at Golf and Hlggins 
roads intersection that joins Knights- 
bridge and Churchill subdivisions In 
Schaumburg with the rest of the village. 


Because of these boundaries, merger 


talks were attempted in 1865 and again 
in 1970-71. Both times the talks broke 
down after Schaumburg took an apathet- 
ic stance on countermoves. 


The first merger talks were initiated In 


Hoffman Estates as part of the political 
platform of Roy Jenkins, who became 
village president under the Village Par- 
ty. A questionnaire had been distributed 
in the two communities in 1964 that 
showed 79 per cent of the residents in 
both villages liked the idea of a single 
merged community. 


THE PROPOSAL TO put this opinion 


in action never gained ground because of 
Schaumburg's refusal to talk with newly 
elected Jenkins. Schaumburg officials 
did make it known, however, that a 
merger would require Schaumburg resi- 
dents to pay taxes, that Schaumburg had 
better streets and more advanced plan- 
ning, and that Schaumburg did not have 
debts to pay off on Its water system. 


Hoffman Estates officials rejected 


these claims saying that their* lower wa- 
ter rates and other lower costs made up 
the difference for the taxing costs. 


Under the fancy name "Task Force I," 


a second series of merger talks started 
in 1971 Initiated by the Republican Or- 


ganization of Schaumburg Township. 
ROOST is the major party in both Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg Township 
government. 


The organization has not been able to 


make headway in Schaumburg. 


The task force came to a halt when 


Schaumburg representative Ray Kessell 
withdrew from the force because in vil- 
lage elections ROOST failed to support 
the candidate of the United Citizens 
Party, Schaumburg's major party at the 
time, and the forerunner of Schaumburg 
United Party, Schaumburg Village Pres. 
Robert 0. Atcher's party. 


MOST OF THE antagonism, as wit- 


nessed In the merger talks, lies on the 
administrative-office 
level. 
Residents 


recognize the split on the bureaucratic 
level, but most say it doesn't exist be- 
tween individuals in the two commu- 
nities. 


"I don't think the people are Involved 


(in the split between the two commu- 
nities)," said Marianne Lucas of 181 
Highland Blvd., Hoffman Estates. "It's 
more in the officials than the people." 
The five-year resident also said she 
thought tlie two villages should be one 
because they are so Intertwined. 


Gay McKinney, 313 Newport, Hoffman 


Estates, said she heard more about the 
communities' differences before she 
moved here a year ago than she has no- 
ticed since she has lived here. 


An attitude persists among Schaum- 


burg officials that adds to the animosities 
between the two communities. This is 
witnessed in Schaumburg Trustee Kes- 


sell saying "Schaumburg is a tremen- 
dously successful community," which 
"creates a situation where some are 
jealous of our success." 


VILLAGE PLANNING is the center of 


the conflict — a "jealousy" — between 
the two villages. 


According to Herb Aigner, Scbaumburg 


trustee, Schaumburg planned to be a 
community within itself with substantial 
Industrial and commercial developments 
along with a variety of housing. He said 
Hoffman Estates in comparison is more 
of a "bedroom community" to Chicago. 


Virginia Hayter, Hoffman Estates vil- 


lage president, said Hoffman Estates 
prefers single family residential zoning. 
But she doesn't "espouse the idea that 
there are boundary lines between the two 
villages. Maybe that's because I recog- 
nize what we do affects them (Schaum- 
burg) and everyone." 


She said Atcher thinks only about 


Schaumburg rather than the Northwest 
community. In contrast, she said, she 
looks at Hoffman Estates as a part of the 
whole community. 


Atcher, like the village he built as a 


community within itself, holds himself 
back. Public feedback over the years in- 
dicates the average citizen has difficulty 
reaching him at specially designated 
times such as public meetings and func- 
tions. 


WHILE MRS. 
HAYTER is readily 


available for interviews and comments 
to the press, Atcher has a protective sec- 
retarial screen that blocks direct com-

Donations for Schnumburg's proposed cultural center will 


be mndo when occupancy permits are taken out for units in 
each phase of Applcgato Terrace, a 38-acre Rosolle Road 
development 


Trustees this week approved slto plans for phase one of the 


756-unlt rental project. It Is located about one-quarter mile 
south.of Schaumburg Road. 


Aldcn Corp., Minneapolis, Minn., developer, has pledged a 


$100-per-unlt contribution to the planned cultural center and 
$20,000 to the Schaumburg general fund for use by police and 
fire departments, as well as a donation to Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54. 


Designed by Dabbln and Associates Inc., Chicago-based ar- 


chitects, tho development features complete equestrian facil- 
ities including a stable for 16 horses, a pony riding ring and 
bridle paths throughout tho slto. 


Aldcn Corp. has also agreed to share In tho cost of in- 


stalling a trunk sower system to serve the project, along with 
proposed developments in the area Including Heritage Center 
as well as plans being completed for tho 60-ncre Rosonwlnkle 
property on the west side of Rosclle Road. Rush-Presby- 
tcrlan-St. Luke's Medical Center North would also be served 
by the sower system, according to Village Engineer Joseph 
Zgonina. 


Drainage work bids studied 


Bids for Schnumburg's 107-1 drainage Improvement pro-, 


gram, which have come in moro than five times above the 
$25,000 project budget, hove been referred to the public works 
committee for study. 


Hummel Construction Inc. estimated the cost of the three- 


part project at $127,880 and Plote Inc. would do tho work for 
$136,060. 


Road ditch cleaning and reshaping in tho Lexington Fields, 


Pleasant Hills and Meadow Knolls area and cleaning, reshap- 
ing and restoration of banks In the area of tho last half-mile 
of the DuPago River running through tho south end' of the 
village constitute this year's plan. 


U.S. planning grant accepted 


A $37,676 federal grant for airport planning was formally 


accepted by Schaumburg officials this week. 


Tho money will bo used to pay two-thirds of the cost of a 


professional study to determine community airport needs and' 
possible village purchase of tho existing Schaumburg Airport, 
a private landing strip. 


Expected to take approximately 18 months, the $56,000

ment from him, especially about con- 
' troverslal measures. 


Atcher is proud of "his" achievements 


in Schaumburg. During his 1971 election 
campaign he distributed fliers listing 
some of these achievements: 


• Without a village' tax assessment, 


Schaumburg built a $350,000 public works 
building, two fire stations and a commu- 
nity center. 


• Woodfleld Shopping Center was built 


in the village and beings in about $2 mil- 
lion sales tax each year. 


His attitude about Schaumburg's supe- 


riority also was seen when he com- 
mented about the 1971 merger talks. Be- 
fore the task force started Its study, At- 
cher said, "When all the facts are 
known, I don't think the 'do's' and 
'don'ts' will stack up equitably" between 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg. ' 


Kessell said reactions directed toward 


Schaumburg are usually directed toward 
Atcher. 


"WHEN PEOPLE TALK about politi- 


cal feelings, someone feeling strongly 
against someone else" in'the discussion 
about the two villages, they speak "pri- 
marily against Bob," he said. 


Nonetheless Hoffman Estates residents 


are 
somewhat 
antagonistic 
toward 


Schaumburg officials, especialy con- 
cerning the zoning for the 12-story apart- 
ment building complexes west of Roselle 
Road between Hillcrest Boulevard and 
Golf Road. They also express disgust 
about the commercial buildings on 
Schaumburg's strip of Golf Road, adja- 
cent to Hoffman Estates. 


Bill Cowin, Hoffman Estates trustee, 


said this zoning by Schaumburg reflects 
Atchcr's "empirious attitude" that cen- 
ters on the good of Schaumburg without 
reflection on surrounding communities. 
He said Schaumburg has good transi- 
tional zoning within its boundaries but 
pays little or no attention to transitional 
zoning between communities. 


ALTHOUGH 
ANTAGONISM exists, 


Kessell said people are changing. "I 
think everybody's growing up again and 
realizing we're going to have to live to- 
gether. We'll have people on both sides 
that will hate each other till they move 
away or pass away, but the opinions of 
tho masses will help bend that." 


Cowin agreed, saying the animosities 


between the communities will lessen as 
new people move into the villages. 


He also said the communities will 


"grow together in attitude as our com- 
mon destinies force us to work together." 


The animosities are "very foolish offi- 


cial feelings and are among some of the 
longtime residents. It's time to stop the 
chest thumping and look to the future," 
he said. 


He likes to think the two communities 


arc 
"tied 
together," 
rather than 


"chained" together, in a common direc- 
tion toward a common goal.

• Hospitals. What started out as a 


joint community effort to establish one 
hospital for Schaumburg Township ended 
up with two hospitals planned for the 
area — Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center North in Schaumburg 
and Community Hospital of Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Hoffman 
Estates 
contended 
that 


Schaumburg jumped the gun by approv- 
ing Rush-Presbyterian, before a joint 
study about hospitals for the area was 
completed. Schaumburg pointed to the 
fine reputation of Rush-Presbyterian and 
•the'financial support it offered, saying it 
was a deal too good to pass up. 


• Unit school districts (the consoli- 


dation of elementary and high schools un- 
der a single school board and adminis- 


tration.) The first unit district study was 
made in 1969 when Mrs. Carolyn Mullins 
suggested that Schaumburg break off \ 
from Districts 54 and 211 and form its' 
own unit district to protect Schaum- 
burg's tax base. Her husband, Gordon, 
was a village trustee and both were 
closely aligned to the political organiza-, 
tion built around Atcher. 


In 1973 Atcher spearheaded another 


unit district study that was presented 
this May. Its original intent was to 
analyze the feasibility of a Schaumburg 
village unit district but later, after much 
criticism, expanded to include Schaum- 


1 burg Township. 


However, petitions were circulated for 


a Schaumburg area unit school district 
after the study was presented. The peti- 


tion included Schaumburg and those 
parts of Rosclle, Hanover Park, Rolling 
, Meadows and Elk Grovo Village cur- 
rently in Dist. 54. Hoffman Estates was 
excluded. Spokesmen for the committee 
said, as an afterthought, that Hoffman 
Estates could have requested to be added 
at a later date.

Final legislative, judicial Decisions on RTA coming sooni 


Court expected to uphold system 


SPRINGFIELD - A decision on the 


constitutionality of the Regional Trans- 
portotlon Authority may come from the 
Illinois Supreme Court by July 1 — prob- 
ably upholding the RTA. 


The court acknowledged a request 


from RTA attorney Don Reuben Wednes- 
day for the quick decision. Reuben ex- 
plained that a 1300,000 state appropria- 
tion for start-up funds would expire by 
that date If no decision was reached. 


During his argument, Reuben also 


asked the court to settle a pending Du- 
Page county suit by ruling the recounts 
of referenda should be allowed. The Du- 
Pago County suit contests the outcome of 
the March 10 RTA referendum, and RTA

foes will attempt to prove election fraud. 


THE COURT WEDNESDAY appeared 


to accept Reuben's arguments that the 
RTA referendum was not required ex- 
cept In the RTA legislation, and there- 
fore the wording could not be con- 
stitutional. 


The justices used Reuben's position to 


question State's Atty. Jack Hoogasian of 
Lake County, who filed the suit against 
the RTA In April. A Lake County judge 
this month ordered a temporary and per- 
manent injunctions against the RTA af- 
ter hearing Hoogaslan's case. Circuit 
Court Judge Henry Caldwell said the 
RTA ballot did not give voters enough

Board may be enlarged from present 9 members

SPRINGFIELD 
— The Regional 


Transportation Authority board of direc- 
tors, now composed of nine members, 
may be expanded by the Illinois General 
Assembly to 21, according to a legislative 
source here. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has reportedly 


said privately that an expanded board Is 
the only change in the RTA that he 
would sign Into law following this legisla- 
tive session. 


The senate has passed a bill sponsored 


by State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, which would enlarge the board 
to 14 members and would give majority' 
representation to the suburbs. 


House sources said yesterday, how- 


ever, that Regner's bill "doesn't have a 
chance" because it throws more power 
to the suburbs, particularly suburban Re- 
publicans. 


REGNER, MEANWHILE, declared 


that he will not support an amendment 
creating a 21-member board because it 
would give Chicago Democrats a greater 
chance to pry loose Republican votes in 
their favor. 


The 21-member board Is provided for 


In a measure sponsored by State Rep. 
Donald Deuster, R-Mundeleln, who said 
he is also prepared to add the same 
wording to three Senate • amendments 
sent to the House last week. 


Deuster's bill would provide 10 Chicago 


members, five from suburban Cook 
County, and one from each of the five 
outlying counties In Northeastern Illinois; 
The five "collar counties" presently 
have only two representatives between 
them. The board members would then • 
select a chairman from outside their 
number. 


Under Deuster's bill, which was post- 


poned in the House after it failed to 
achieve passage In his first attempt, the 
proportions of representation would b« 
the same for the three RTA areas as pro- 
vided on the present nine-member board.

Rob Roy development opposed 


The Northwest Suburban Council of As- 


sociations has taken an expected stand 
against development of the Rob Roy Golf 
Course near Mount Prospect. 


The council, which consists of home- 


owners' groups from Prospect Heights 
and northeast Mount Prospect, where the 
golf course is located, based its position 
on three main concerns: 


• Flood potential of the property if it 


were built on. 


• The projected density of the devel- 


opment. 


• Added taxes to provide additional 


, school and park facilities to handle the 


population influx. 


Ron Burton, chairman of the North- 


west Suburban Council, will present the 
council's position at the next public hear- 
ing on plans to develop the golf course 
July 9. The golf course is east of Wheel- 
ing Road between Camp McDonald Road 
and Euclid Avenue in unincorporated 
Wheeling Township. 
' KENROY INC., Skokie, has proposed 
building 2,350 condominium units on Rob 
Roy in buildings ranging as high as nine 
stories. The plan is considerably scaled 
down from Kenroy's earlier request to 
annex the property to Mount Prospect 
and rezone it for 4,500 units, which the 
council also opposed. 


The vote this week on the revised plan 


was four to two against the development, 
with one abstention. Voting against the 
development were representatives from 
the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation, and the Euclid-Lake, Woodview 
and River Trails homeowners groups* 
Opposing the resolution were representa- 


tives of the Castle Heights and Parkview 
homeowners groups, who said they want- 
ed to check with their groups, while the 
Rainbow Ridge representative abstained. 


The Northwest Suburban Council also 


decided to sponsor a general meeting "to 
discuss the avenues available for oppos- 
ing the development," according to 
Marie L. Caylor, secretary of the organi- 
zation and a village trustee. The meeting 
is tentatively planned for late August. 


OFFICIALS OF KENROY have testi- 


fied under oath that development of the 
golf course will not add to flooding prob- 
lems and that it would produce a surplus 
in revenue to River Trails Dlst. 26, High 
School Dlst. 214 and the River Trails 
Park District, as well as the village. The 
developers anticipate 4,551 residents 
upon completion of the project. 


Homeowners from the area have con- 


tested the contentions, stating that con- 
struction would cause flooding, and the 
project would put a strain on school and

cilities. In addition, homeowners have 
challenged the population figures, which 
represent a 58 per cent reduction over 
the projected population from the origi- 
nal plan, while the number of dwelling 
units has declined by 48 per cent.

Tlio Arlington Heights Chamber of 


Commerce will survey some down- 
town businesses for reactions to a 
proposed ordinance that would limit 
window advertising to 25 per cent of 
the total window area. 


The now window sign regulation Is 


part of a series of changes In Arling- 
ton Heights' sign ordinance being 
considered by the village board's le- 
gal committee. 


The survey will seek to determine 


how much window advertising mer- 
chants now use, the effect of a 25 per 
cent limit and tho value of such ad- 
vertising to dally business, accord- 
ing to Earl Johnson, executive direc- 
tor of the Arlington Heights Chamber 
of Commerce. 


"We're all for orderly sign con- 


figurations, but at the same time wo 
feel strongly that the right and abili- 
ty of business to advertise is equally 
Important," said Johnson. 


"Any undue restriction will be det- 


rimental to Individual businesses as 
well as the village in tho form of a 
potential loss of revenue," he said.

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Civil rights groups byrred 


from joining housing suit 


Attempts by two civil rights organiza- 


tions to join the Metropolitan Housing 
Development Corporation (MHDC) in Its 
low-Income housing discrimination suit 
against the Village of Arlington Heights 
have been rejected. 


Judge Wilbur F. Pell Jr. of the U. S. 


District'Court of Appeals rejected mo- 
tions by the Minority Industiral Relations 
Council and the Ad Hoc Housing Com- 
mittee to enter the case as felnds of the 
court In behalf of MHDC, 
Arlington Heights Village Atty. Jack 


M. Siegel had objected to the two parties 
joining the legal action. The suit charges 
Arlington Heights village officials with 
racial discrimination in failing to rezone 
15 acres of land near St. Viator High 
School for low-income housing. 


Judge Pell ruled that toe motions were 


not timely filed and that MHDC already 
was well represented in court.

days a week, weeding, painting and 
cleaning up the village. 


The youths are paid 90 cents per hour. 


"We treat them like regular mainte- 


nance men," Capulli said. "They have to 
punch a clock when they come to work 
and leave " 


Capulli said 20 young workers have 


been assigned to the Arlington Heights 
Park District, 20 for village-owned prop- 
erty, such as land along the railroad 
tracks, and 10 for School Dist. 25. 


He said some workers are currently 


weeding the nursery at Frontier Park, 
while others are painting at Camelot, 
Frontier and Heritage pools. 


Workers are shifted from job to job 


weekly. 


The youths work in two five-week ses- 


sions, the first of which began June 17. 
The second session, Capulli said, will be- 
gin July 22. 


He said there are still 10 vacancies in 


the program for the second session, and 
that applications are being accepted at 
Olympic Pool, 660 N. Ridge Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


In addition to wages, the workers are 


given summer passes for the pools.

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Chamber plans 
survey on window 
ad size limits 


The Arlington Heights Chamber of 


Commerce will survey some down- 
town businesses for reactions to a 
proposed ordlnanco that would limit 
window advertising to 23 per cent of 
the total window area. 


The new window sign regulation Is 


part of a scries of changes In Arling- 
ton Heights' sign ordinance being 
considered by the village board's le- 
gal committee. 


The survey will seek to determine 


how much window advertising mer- 
chants now use, the effect of a 25 per 
cent limit and the value of such ad- 
vertising to dally business, accord- 
ing lo Earl Johnson, executive direc- 
tor of the Arlington Heights Chamber 
of Commerce. 


"Wo'rc all for orderly sign con- 


figurations, but at the same time wo 
feel strongly that the right and abili- 
ty of business to advertise is equally 
Important," said Johnson. 


"Any undue restriction will be det- 


rimental to Individual businesses as 
well as the village In the form of a 
potential loss of revenue," he said. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Trustee 


James T. Ryan, legal committee 
chairman, said there Is a good 
chance the new law would not bo 
brought to bear against signs already 
up In the village. 


One survey of signs along Arling- 


ton Heights Road and Northwest 
Highway showed that as many as 
half the existing signs would become 
Illegal under the now restrictions, ho 
said. 


Arlington Heights expects to re- 


cclvo $1.89 million in sales tax reve- 


nue this year on retail sales of $185 
million. 


A unique feature of the proposed 


sign ordlnanco would link the size of 
commercial signs to the speed limit 
and width of the street on which they 
front. 


Bigger signs would be permitted 


along wide streets with-high speed 
limits than on narrower streets with 
lower posted speed limits. 


The largest possible free-standing 


ground sign would be 80 square feet. 
There are now no limits on sign 
area, only the height of signs is con- 
trolled. The maximum elevation per- 
mitted Is IStt feet. 
• 


WALL SIGNS WOULD also come 


under.new regulation, if the ordi- 
nance Is enacted. And roof top signs 
would bo banned In the village ex- 
cept in cases where It is impossible 
to put up cither a ground or wall 
sign. 


The Chamber of Commerce has not 


opposed the new sign regulations, 
pending final drafting of the ordi- 
nance, Johnson said. 


One problem with the proposed 


now standards Is whether they can 
bo applied to existing commercial 
signs. 


Suggestions that non-conforming 


signs be modified when there Is a 
new owner, when the sign is dam- 
aged or declared unsafe, or within a 
specified number of years have been 
considered. 


"Wo'rc In agreement with the idea 


of making business areas in the vil- 
lage look nice, but we're not in 
agreement with tearing down every 


existing sign," said Johnson.
